In a recent address to the mem- 
bers of St. Mary’s Parent Teachers 
Association, J. C. Doyle, Inspecto 
of Separate Schools, discussed th 
merits and dangers of televigu 
for children. “Television has bee 
called to-day’s Pied Piper of Ham 
elin”, he stated. “Instead of lurin: 
children from their homes, T.V. in- 


| vades the living room and casts its | 


magic spell on our children. Any | 
afternoon from five to nine or later, 
we are likely to find them and those 
of the neighbours’ sitting spell- 
bound before the television set, fas- 
cinated by the exploits of the Lone 
Ranger, Hopalong Cassidy, and 
other idols. What effect have such 
programmes upon them? Observa- 
tions and recent surveys have re- 
vealed the problems which exis; in 
every home housing television and 
children. 

“From a survey of the National 
Association of Radio and Television 
Broadcasters in the United States, 
it was found that children of all 
ages watch T.V, from a minimum 
of 14% hours to a maximum of 23 
hours weekly. Twenty hours there- 
fore, is set as a fair estimate of the 
time an average child watches tel- 
evision per week. This is equal to 
fifty percent of the established 
working week for adults or almost as 
much time as a child spends in a 
classroom during a school week. 

“It is true that children obtain 
from television much information 
that is of educational value. I5| 
provides new interests, develops 
new hobbies, and extends the horiz- 
on of their learning beyond the 
home and the classroom. But when 
watching television rivals the time 
spent in school or in outdoor recrea- 
tion, a halt must be called. If T.V. 
4s not to run the home, the par- 
ents must control T.V. whether or 
not it meets with the approval of 
the children. An intelligent hand 
on the dial bespeaks an intelligent 
household. Parental control, vig- 
ilance, and guidance can remedy 
many of the abuses of television. 

The speaker also commented on 
various steps that might be adopted 
by parents to solve the problem of 
excessive viewing. With respect to 
the kind of children’s programmes 
being telecast, he stated, “To have 
suitable, wholesome, and beneficiai 
programmes for them rests primar- 
fly on parents and also on the 
Schools and others concerned. By 
manifesting interest and giving our 
support and encouragement to this 
end, good programmes will exist in 
greater numbers. In this respect

“The creative urge Js instinctive, 
and thls need was met in our fore- 
fathers as their every existence de- 
pended on the use of their hands, 
With the coming of the machine 
age our leisure time has increased, 
and with automation looming, prom- 
ises to increase still more. As an 
answer to boredom, nervous tension 
and that vastly overworked condi- 
tion “frustration”; he suggested “the | 
cultivation of a constructive hobby, 
one of the unusual arts, among 
which he listed wood work, leather 
work, painting, sculpture, weaving 
and reading.

| While sleet, snow, and rain fell 
| on Lindsay today, Constables Will- 
| jam Mosley and Fred Hilj of the 
| local police dragged the Scugog 
| River above the locks in an effort 
to locate the body of 24-year-old

| missing from his Ridout St. home 
| since Monday morning. They were 
later joined by P.C.’s Ross Bailey, 
| Jack Henley, and other volunteers. 
| According to Lindsay police, Mr. 
| Doherty had left the store operated 
by his mother, Mrs. M Doherty, 
Ridout and Simcoe Sts. on Monday 
morning with a box of groceries, and 
Was on his way to the East Ward. 
It was learned that during the win- 
ter season, the missing man usually 
took a short-cut by walking across

on foot to deliver the parcels. 
Chief Hunter today asked the 
co-operation of the public in 
two important matters. Firstly, 
be would like to pinpoint the 
exact time that the ice went out 
of the upper river on Monday; 
and secondly, he is asking for 
volunteers to assist in dragging 
operations. In this latter case 
he asks for volunteers either 
to come to the scene, or to the 
police office 
Mr, Elmer Wannamaker, who re- 
sides on Kent E., said that he often 
has seen Mr. Doherty crossing the 
river at the indicated point near 
hi, house. Mr. Wannamaker has 
a@ hound dog in a kennel at the 
exact spot where the river crossings 
usually take place, and he says the 
dog always sets up a commotion 
whenever anyone passes close by. 
He sald he had seen Mr Doherty 
cressing the river on Friday and 
Saturday, and on Monday morning 
the dog set up an unusual amount of 
barking and yelping. but when he 
came to investigate, there were no 
signs of anvone being around. 


Au unconfirmed report received 
just before press time today 
indicates that an unidentified 
grade six pupil reportedly told 
police that he saw the missing 
Charles Doherty today. or 2 
person who resembled Mr. 
Doherty, 

It was reported that police are 
checking this lead, although it 
was alleged that there is ap- 
rarently little evidence to go on. 


Chief Hunter said that he be- 
Meved the groceries had reached 
their destination. Last evening two 
police officers searched the river 
area for any sign of them, but 
Were unsuccessful. The Chief says 
the missing man may have been 
re-crossing the river when the ice 
caved in, 

Mr. Wannamaker pointed out that 
the Scugog at that point is extreme- 
ly treacherous, since it will be 
covered with ice, ani then in a few 
hours will become clear. 

Chief Hunter said that it is pos- 
sible Mr Doherty had fallen through 
the soft ice, since the weather was 
not particularly brisk on Monday 


morning, although the river was 
vot yet clear of Ice. 
Tkis morning, with the upper 


viver almost free of ice, police offi- 
cers, with the assistance of firemen, 
drageed the river with grappling 
{rons supplied by the fire depart- 
ment, as was the boat used. 

Prior to the actual grappling 
operation, the police officers search- 
ed both river bank, above the locks 
unsuccessfully, It was reported that 
a search ts to be made of the river 
below the locks later on.

Reeve Herman Buckley of Ops 
Township today stated that as far 
as the Township is concerned, the 
of water supply to the 
property known as the Lindsay 
Homebuilders Co-Op is “definitely 
closed” and that “since Council has 
turned the plan doyn by a wide 
isajority, the matter is finished.” 

Reeve Buckley was commenting 
On 4 surprise visit paid the regular 
meeting of Op, Councii Monday 
aiternoon by Mr M. J Cunningham, 
representing the Co-Op. He said 
that Mr. Cunningham asked why 
the 1955 and 1956 Council had 
rejected the plan to issue $18,000 in 
subject of water supply to the 
Co-Op building site, south of the 
Leslie Frost School. ‘ 

Council pointed out again that 
three members of Council were 
against the proposal, and the town 
solicitor had recommended no action 
be taken, as had the provincial 
engineer, Mr. Boucher. 

Mr. Buckley said that Lawyer 
Cunningham had askeq permission 
of Council to speax to the town 
Sclicitor on the matter in order to 
Jearn his reasons for rejecting the 
plan. Ops Council granted the 
permission without question. 

Mz. Buckley stated that he was 
amazed that the Co-Op would con- 
tinue to “waste our time” trying 
to start up the thing again. after 
Paving given four snecial meetings 
tc the matter, and baving finally 
rejected the request to have de~ 
bensures issued. He said that when 
a vote of Council is taken on a 
matter, the decision is final. 

The Reeve explained that in order 
for the township to issue $18,000 
wortk of debentures, it would seri- 
ously strain their borrowing 
Strength, a, the borrowing by-law 
is $40,000 If this were done, the 
township would have to request 
further operating funds, making 
their credit weak. 

“I believe in doing everything in 
a truthful manner,” said Reeve 
Buckley, “and”, he alleged, “I don’t 
think the Co-Op has been entirely 
truthful in their dealings with 
Ops Council.”

Cormack of Arthur, Ontario, the} 
President of the Ontario Farmers’ 
Union, said, “It is the farmers who | 
make the wheels of industry go 
around and they must unite to make | 
their needs heard,” “Farmers play | 
a most important role in any com- | 
munity.” he said, “they are both | 
producers and consumers, Your Far- | 
mers’ Union is a family organization, 
for the farmer, his wife and his 
children — that is, if the children 
can be induced to stay on the farm.” 
“There have been many farm | 
organization, throughout the years, | 
but they have lacked interested | 
leaders. It is up to each one in his | 
own community to strengthen the | 
ties of his own local. The Ontario | 
Farmers’ Union is now organized | 
in 23 counties, the number of locals | 
were doubled last year 
This is a democratic country, | 
and any association, whether it be | 
made up of farmers or urban| 
@wellers, is only as strong as its | 
members make it,” Mr. Cormack 
stated. “To carry out any program, | 
the directors must be sure that | 
they have the support of the rank | 
and file of the members and this 
can only be assured by regular | 
attendance at- meetings.” | 
“Alone among all the major sec- 
tors of our national income, agri- 
cultural net income is shrinking in 
comparison,” the speaker told the 
adding “If farm income 
starts to drop, other important parts 
of our economy soon go down with 
it.

The Romans also used it as an olnt- 
ment to enrich the skin and as # 
dressing for the hair, In the time | 
of Alexander 1, certain of the 
Macedonians anointed themselves 
with milk ofl; and Galen records 
that in many cold regions people 
Used butter in the bath Historians | 
speak of butter used ag @ remedy 
for wounded elephants, and within 
a century butter was used in large 
quantities in Scotland and North) 
England for smearing sheep, also as 
oil for lamps. Besides being ap- 
plied externally, it was used inter- 
nally for yarious troubles. In Spain 
s late ag the 17th century, butter 
was to be found in the medicine 
shops for internay use only.

Notice is hereby given that the provisions of the By-Law are 
to be rigidly enforced in the Town of Lindsay. For information 
of the citizens, the following excerpts from By-law No. 1185 are 


“No person shall “Glow his dog to run at large tn any public 
highway or other public place in the Town of Lindsay. A dog 
shall be deemed to be running at large when found in any high- 
way or other public place in the Town of Lindsay and not on leash 
and any dog found running at large contrary to this provision shall 
be liable to be captured and disposed of as hereinafter provided.” 


“Any dog running at large contrary to this By-law shall be 
captured and impounded and the owner or possessor of such dog 
may redeem the same within seventy-two hours from time of cap- 
ture by paying $2.00 for each dog and $5.00 for each bitch. All dogs 
impounded under the provisions of this By-law, if not redeemed 
within seventy-two hours after such impounding, may be sold. All 
dogs not so redeemed or sold shall, after four clear days from such

this By-law, shall pay at the discretion of the Convicting Magistrate, 
a penalty not exceeding $50.00, exclusive of costs”.

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| Negro Slave Boy | 
Became Gicat Man, | 
Oratorcial Subject 
Genarm (PNS) — “A slave boy who 
became a great leader namely | 
Booker Talisferio Washington” was 
the subj2ct chosen at an oratorical 
contest by Sandra Hargrave, given 
the High School at Fenelon Falls 
where Sandra attends as a junior | 
| pupil, and was among the finalists. 

“In the year 1858 or 1859, a Negro 
boy named Booker Talisferio Wa- 
shington was born ir a log cabin 
in Virginia, U.S.A The parents of 
the boy were slave, and utterly 
without education. When the child 
grew to be a man he could never | 
fing out the exact date, or even the 
year of his birth. The cabin he 
lived in was 16 by 14 ft., and not 
only served as a home for the whole | 
family, but a kitchen for the plan- 
tation, There were no windows in 
the cabin, only openings in the side 
to let in the light, which of course 
let in the chilly air in the winter 
No wooden floor in the cabin, the 
earth being considered all that 
was necessary where the family 
slept.” 

“Working very hard for one of 
his years, he knew not what the 
word “play” meant meant —cleanine 
the yard, carrying water to the 
lave in the field and once a week 
taking corn to the mill Thi, last 
job was heart-breaking for such 
a young child A bag of corn would 
be thrown over the back of a horse 
and as the horse jogged along over 
the rough roads, many time it would 
be thrown off and he would have to 
walt for a passerby to help him, 
and on reaching home would re- 
ceive a beating for being late.” 

“When he was around 8 years old. 
the slaves were set free and he with 
his mother and stepfather and other 
members of the family walked a 
great number of mile, where he 
worked in a salt mine”

(Continued from Fage 2) 
farmer had no contro) seriously 
affected his business and the whole 
economic situation. 

“Sixty-five per cen’ of all money 
in rural towns comes from the farm, 
unlesy you have some large indus- 
try”, he said. “It is a sad state of 
eifalrs when the farmer has to leave 
(ee farm and work in a factory to 
augment his living. The low prices 
received for his products are re- 
sponsible for this 

‘The Packing Plants are mar- 
ching on, while the farmer takes 
the loss’, Mr, Cormack submitted. 
“We neeq more frce enterprise— 
w2 should be able to sell our milk 
yroducts, hogs anq cattle anywhere 
without taking whatever the pack- 
ing plants feel like offering. If 
farm produce cannot be raised, then 
prices of other things should be 
hrought down to a parity with agri- 
culture”, he stated "This would not 
be p sound plan, so farmers; must 
unite to bring thelr prices up to 


parity. We need a union, a strong 
union. We must study a fair re- 
lationship between farm produce 


and what we have to buy,” 
The speaker cited 
of che farmer's experience that in 
1952 the price of one steer paid his 
taxes, but now jt takes the equiya- 
lent of One and one-half steers.

Editorial 


TEACHERS AND PARENTS 

There are times when parents do not see “eye- 
to-eye” with teachers and there are undoubtedly times 
when teachers wonder if parents make a determined 
effort to view the teacher-pupil problem in a light which 
will result in the greatest blessings for all concerned. 

“Education Week” in Lindsay is an ideal time to 
take a look at parent-teacher-pupil relationships, etc., be- 
cause we believe that if this week, set aside to consider 
educational matters, is to serve any useful purpose, it 


should not be restricted to handing out bouquets but - 


should also try to bring to the surface any matters 
which may be irking parents, teachers and pupils. It 
is possible that many parents would receive the surprise 
of their lifetime if they talked their problems over with 
the teacher or principal of the school their children at- 
tend. We like to feel that teachers would get equally 
aS Many surprises if they were to lay their cards on 
the table and tell parents what they are confronted with 
in dealing with their youngsters. By the same token, 
it is entirely probable that pupils would be pleasantly 
surprised if-they would frankly confide in their par- 
ents and teachers and tell them of their difficulties. 

There is little doubt in the world that there are 
some of us who do not see “eye-to-eye” with certain as- 
pects of our educational system ... there are things 
about it which annoy us from time to time and we are 
inclined to be critical which is a good thing if we are 
reasonably constructive and not too “set” in our views. 
All of us have likely had the experience of being firmly 
convinced that we were entirely right on a point only to 
discover upon more complete investigation that there 
was another side to the story which often mellowed or 
altered greatly our original concept. Nowhere, we 
believe, is this more apt to be brought home with great- 
er impact than in open discussion by parents with a 
principal or teacher relative to the progress of their 
charges. How often have many of us spent time 
building up a “head of steam” over a point relative to 
something which disturbed us In our children’s school 
life only to discover that the difficulty melted away when 
discussed with those in authority? 

It would be wrong to suggest that teachers and 
educationists are one hundred percent correct in what 
they teach and prescribe but it would be just as wrong 
to assume that parents and guardians are infallible. 
What every parent or guardian might find most prof- 
itable would be to instill in their children a respect for 
authority and an attitude of receptiveness toward in- 
struction. If this is achieved, and apparent or seem- 
ingly apparent wrongs dealt with as they arise by con- 
tact with those administering educational affairs, the 
pupil or pupils would probably derive as much benefit 
from the curriculum as is possible to expect. It is only 
when dissatisfaction is allowed to go underground and 
is not dealt with as it arises that more destructive and 
serious problems may be expected to develop and min- 
imum benefits achieved. 

It might be a good idea for the various Boards of 
Education to hold an open forum meeting periodically 
to which parents could be invited from the entire com- 
munity. At this meeting forms could be supplied par- 
ents on which matters causing them concern could be 
written out and handed to the chairman who would in 
turn direct them to the trustees for advice or an opin- 
ion. The way things are now parents seldom come in 
direct contact with those who determine courses of 
study or prescribe policy and there is a danger that the 
educational system may become mandatory to the point 
of infringing on basic freedoms, If grievances are given 
an outlet they would be known to those charged with ad- 
ministering educational matters and gross errors could 
be headed off. When any governing body becomes too 
far removed from the people it governs there is always 
the risk of imposing unpopular legislation on the people. 
In education, as in any other branch of government, the 
people bave a right to a voice in the way things are con- 
ducted since they are the ones who will foot the bill and 
either benefit or suffer from the consequences of any 
enactment, There is evidence that it is time for an al- 
ert altitude in educationa] matters and for the people to 
insist that they be more freely consulted before drastic 
changes are made.

Pupils How To Think Clearly, Act 
For Benefit Of Democracy - - Inspector 


| NEWS ODDITY | Educational Methods Must Recognize, 


Deal With Individual Differences 
Leader In Field Tells Group 


Ninety-five members of Centrai 


| tion were in attendance last eve- 


ning at the school and heard P. D. 
Windrim inspector of public schools, 
Peterborough as guest speaker. 


In an impressive address, Mr. 
Windrim said it was the obligation 
of schools to teach the knowledge 
and skills which will enable citizens 
of to-morrow, to think clearly, to 
act intelligently and unselfishly for 
the benefit of a modern, democratic 
society which is of extreme com- 
plexity to-day. 


This may entail good educational 
methods which will imply a positive 
attitude toward individual differ- 
ences in pupils. 


There should be a respect toward 
the individual differences of pupils 
and a realization that since society 
is enriched by the diversity of in- 
terest, aptitude, talents and skills 
of its peoples, the school should 
serve to cultivate rather than level 
thsse differences. 


Mr. Windrim threaded his dis- 
curse carefully around these basic 
facts stressing that the demands ot 
the proper functioning of modern 
democracy lies in the foundation of 
the child’s education. Educational 
methods must, he said, recognize the 
individual differences of the child 
and deal with these, cultivating 
them in a certain manner by per- 
haps grouping those of different in- 
terest and aptitude. This will be a 
step forward in a world of ever 
changing demands and will necessi- 
tate no doubt the revision of school 
management in order to develop all 


| pupils into the most valuable mem- 
Sr. Public School's H. & S. Associa-| bers of a great dmocracy. 


| Mr. Windrem stated: “The ex- 
treme complexity of our modern 
| democratic society has increased 
| immeasurably the obligation of the 
| schools to teach the knowledge and 
{skills which will enable our citizens 
| of tomorrow to think clearly and to 
| act intelligently and unselfishly for 
| the benefit of society as a whole. 
| MANY FACTORS 

“In the classroom a great many 
factors influence the child’s pro- 
gress toward attainment of this 
objective. I propose to mention 
briefly only three. The first might 
be called the capacity to learn—By 
that I mean the child’s ability to 
grasp new facts—to remember these 
facts—to assemble the facts he 
heeds to reason carefully—and to 
form logical judgments. Experience, 
through the years, has proved that 
all children don’t possess ability to 
Sroup facts at the same rate, or to 
remember as much of what has been 
taught, or to understand new ideas 
with equal facility. Just as people 
do not grow at the same rate, or at- 
tain the same height, or talk and 
Walk at the same age—neither do 
they possess the same ability to per- 
form similar mental tasks—wheth- 
er it be to memorize a poem or to 
think their way through a prob- 
lem. Consequently, in the classroom, 
teachers have to take into consider- 
ation these differences in ability of 
their pupils and strive to teach in 
@ Way that will bring about maxi- 
mum progress for each individual— 
be it much or little.

ENFORCE THE SPEED LIMIT... 
IT DOESN'T NEED RAISING 

The suggestion advanced by the Ontario Minister 
of Highways relative to raising the speed limit on cer- 
tain super highways deserves to be greeted with a wall 
of protest from the people of Ontario. The speed limit 
is sufficiently high and what is needed in this province 
now is not an increased limit but an adequate enforce- 
ment of the one which exists. 

Speed, investigations have revealed, is a prime 
factor in causing highway accidents, We have this on 
no less authority than the Ontario Department of High- 
ways over whose signature mammoth billboards pro- 
claim “speed kills!” at various points throughout the 
province. 

If the department believes what it authorizes to 
be printed on its billboards, it is strangely inconsistent 
to advance a proposal calling for increased speed limits. 

Should any other reason be needed for retaining the 
present maximum speed limit it might be found by view- 
ing the wreckage of modern cars after a high-speed 
collision. They don't. stand up too well under the im- 
pact. . they may have the speed of a fast train but 
they crumple a lot easier. 


A VERY SERIOUS CHARGE... 

A very serious charge has been levelled at manu- 
facturers of light bulbs by members of the Ontario 
Municipal Electric Association. In fact the allegation 
is of such significance that we have been waiting mom- 
entarily to hear what the manufacturers might have to 
say in reply. Until this moment—several days after 
the convention of the 0.M.E.A. has closed—there hasn't 
been anything but silence on the matter. 

The charge is specific and of concern to every user 
of electric light bulbs in Ontario, if not all of Canada. It 
is contained in a resolution adopted by the O.M.B.A. 
which reads in part: 

“Whereas there is a trend among manufacturers to 
make available only 750-hour light lamps....” 

This clause was part of the resolution which called 
for a continuing sale by the Ontario hydro of its 1,500- 
hour lamps (bulbs). Delegates at the convention ap- 
proved the resolution without debate and noted in pass- 
ing it that 1,500-hour lamps were made available by the 
HEPC at the request of the O.M.E.A. and that these 
lamps have set the standard for long life in the lamp in- 
dustry. 

It was further noted in the resolution that the 1,500 
hour lamp is not a new product—it was designed for 
hydro lamps as most suitable for conditions in Ontario 
more than 30 years ago! 

In the light of this lamp-life revelation it will not be 
surprising if there is an immediate surge in demand for 
bulbs sold at hydro offices throughout the province. It 
will be most surprising if the matter doesn’t come to 
the attention of those authorities charged with ensur- 
ing quality maintenance, if such authorities exist. The 
disclosure will undoubtedly cause righteous indignation 
among users of light bulbs. 

Who wants a 750-hour lamp when 1,500-hour lamps 
can be had at competitive prices? 


THERE APPEAR TO BE SOME INCONSISTENCIES 

These are days of inconsistencies .. . on the one 
hand we hear reports of critical shortages and on the 
other we see evidence of excess and waste. During “Ed- 
ucation” Week in Lindsay we are reminded of the short- 
age of teachers which exists in Ontario and yet we see 
indications that in spite of this reported shortage, edu- 
cational facilities are being extended in many directions. 
In Lindsay, for example, we have been told repeatedly 
that we are extremely short of school accommodation 
and yet in the face of this, and the fact that teachers 
are in short supply, we have gone ahead and instituted 
a program of kindergarten training which might well 
have been handled on an entirely different basis and at 
a considerable saving to the town. We can only ask 
“Why?". We believe this seeming inconsistency would 
be a good thing to think about during this week when 
attention is being focussed on education, 

Before passing on to another thought which arises, 
it might be pointed out that this questioning of the wis- 
dom of creating new educational services during periods 
of “shortages” is not based on “the dollars and cents” 
aspect of the matter but is strictly concerned with the 
inconsistency which it seems to indicate. 

Another thought for education week might centre 
around the matter of school clothing, particularly as it 
applies to girls. In past months it has been suggested 
that universal adoption of the tunic for girls’ school 
wear would solve a host of problems for parents and 
contribute something to school decorum. In recent 
weeks there was some discussion relative to the wearing 
of slacks to school in wintertime and we believe that 
teachers with girls in the family must readily recognize 
the problem they create, particularly in teen years, when 
it comes to dressing to keep up with the gang. An at- 
tractively simple frock, universaJly adopted, would un- 
doubtedly save a lot of headaches and be a great budget- 
caver. For boys, the problem might be simplified by 
the same approach although boys probably aren't so 
finicky to start with and aren’t constantly demanding 
change. 

Another topic which could do with a little discussion 
about now concerns the shortening of the school lunch 
pour at the Collegiate and Senior Public School. The 
practice makes it necessary for children to either en- 
gage in a “rat race’ for lunch if they choose to go home 
from the Collegiate or compells them to lunch there at 
a slightly more leisurely tempo, neither of which are 
very desirable. As for the shortened lunch hour at the 
Senior Public School there is one apparent advantage . - 
It gets the children out before the midday traffic rush. 
On the other hand we believe there was a great deal to 
be said for the recess periods and their continuance 
right through High School might be advantageous. 
There is reason to believe that the shortened lunch hour 
is a direct result of the enlarged high school area which, 
if the normal! school day were permitted, would see 
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children from outlying areas arriving home very late in 
the evening. Many of them are late enough as it is. 

These are just a few thoughts for the week when 
education is in the limelight. Has any reader something 
to contribute? 


TRADE UNION ABUSES AND THE ECONOMY 

Attention is drawn, in a comprehensive brief sub- 
mitted to the Royal Commission of Canada’s Economic 
Prospects by the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association, 
to abuses of power on the part of certain trade unions 
such as the check-off system; calling of strikes as a re- 
sult of jurisdictional disputes and secondary boycotts. 
There are, the brief also points out, too many instances 
of law enforcement agencies being remiss in failing to 
enforce the labour laws; particularly that in respect of 
illegal picketing. 

“We respectfully suggest” the brief says, “that 
these matters constitute a serious indictment of the way 
in which not a few unions operate in Canada today. We 
further suggest that, while the Association does not 


look with favour upon legislation as a solution to col- 4 


lective bargaining problems, it is inevitable that legisla- 
tion will be enacted restricting union power if such 
power continues to be abused to the detriment of the 
public interest. 

“Unions can avoid such restrictive legislation by 
policing their own policies and conduct, by acting more 
responsibly, and by carefully appraising the effects of 
their policies upon the public interest.” 

It will, of course, be charged by the trouble makers 
in the ranks of the trade unions that the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, as the mouthpiece for in- 
dustry, can hardly be accepted as an unprejudiced au- 
thority. This is only partly true. The prime concern 
of the C.M.A. is the economic well-being of Canada: 
something that is of quite as vital interest to the worker 
as to the employer. And the brief emphasizes that, if 
trade union abuses are permitted to continue, they can- 
not but have serious economic consequences sooner or 
later. 

The submission of the C.M.A. stresses the point 
that there are many union leaders who are fully con- 
scious of their responsibility towards the country and 
the community; and it quotes one as saying that “we 
must conduct ourselves in a way that shows we are an 
integral part of the community. We must take more 
and more responsibility for the welfare of the country 
as a whole. We must not think of ourselves as a class 
apart.” 

For obvious reasons there has been no indication 
that government authorities, provincial or federal—with 
the possible exception of one of the provinces — has 
been, or is, prepared to make any move towards the 
curbing of trade union abuses. The merger of the two 
major trade union organizations in the country may, it 
is hoped, bring with it some improvement in the situa- 
tion. 

It should do so if the amalgamated union organiza- 
tion is to play a responsible role in the economic devel- 
opment of the country; and if it takes an intelligent view 
of the future of trade unionism in the country. 

—tThe Financial Times, 
WE CAN HAVE BOTH 

Nobody will dispute that living standards in Can- 
ada are lower than those in the United States. But is 
it correct to say—as Mr. Walter L. Gordon did in Mon- 
treal last week—that this is the price Canadians must 
pay for their independence? Our independent neigh- 
bor pays no such price. 

The prime reason for Canada's lower living stand- 
ards Is not that it is a sovereign nation, but that it is an 
underpopulated nation, with small numbers of peo- 
ple scattered over a yast area. This inevitably makes 
for higher costs of transportation, manufacturing, goy- 
ernment and all the rest. As it is remedied, those costs 
will come down and living standards will accordingly go 
up. 

Goyen enough people, there is no reason why Can- 
adian living standards should not equal those of the 
U.S., with our wealth of resources making up for our 
harsher climate. We should also, in doubling or trip- 
ling our population, become that much more independ- 
ent of the U.S.—and everybody else. 

Canadians do not have to choose between being 
a U.S. colony with high living standards, and being a 
sovereign nation with somewhat lower ones. By fill- 
ing up our country, we can have the best of both 
choices; we can be as prosperous as the Americans, and 
as free. —The Globe and Mail.

The Bell Telephone Company in Chicago has 
come up with an idea which will no doubt shortly spread 
to other cities among people who can afford it. The 
company is selling telephones for junior members of the 
family—that is the sons and daughters who ring up 
their friends and yap trivialities on the telephone for in- 
definite lengths of time. These are separate lines, not 
extensions, having their own bills, but Pa pays, of course. 
However, he is probably glad to do so in order that he 
may get a turn at the telephone to speak to a friend, 
or on a business matter, says an Exchange. 

In almost eyery home where there is a teenager 
there is a telephone problem. Son or daughter will 
call up, or receive a call from a boy or girl friend from 
whom he or she parted just before the evening meal, and 
discuss over again all the things they discussed an hour 
or two before, The talk is usually about other girls or 
other boys; about sports or films or dresses, and they 
go on and on and on, generally sitting, sometimes even 
lying on a bed, and they appear to have an almost inex- 
haustible store of chatter that in the final analysis am- 
ounts to nothing. So long as they can hold the line they 
have little consideration for anyone else.

PSYCHOLOGISTS IN INDUSTRY 

I would like to talk today of 
psychologistz in industry. Every 
industrial plant, every office, every 
military installation is a society in 
miniature, with many forms of 
group like, “Since the late 1920's 
numerous studies in factories have 
shown how group feelings affect 
the way people work and the way 
they react to changes in their work 
routines. While workerg will re- 
sist aS a group when they fear 
change, they will also accept it as 
a group if they are told about it 
in advance and can participate in 
setting up the mew work routines 
and reach the new production 
goals. In fact, they then adapt to 
the new methods and can reach 
the new production goals with sur- 
prising speed. 

Informa groups spring up in any 
society of workers, whether mana- 
gement likes it or not. Often they 
have leaders the bosses don't even 
know exist. Psychologists call such 
| men “natural” leaders and their 
| groups “natural” teams, as distinct 
| from organized groups with “for- 
mal” leaders whom managemen= 
appoints. An old-time foreman, 
when asked how he handled a new 
employee, said, “I just stand there 

_ and stare him down to kinda 
| show him how dumb he is.” “And 
then?” “Then I spit.” This is 
}mot the kind of foreman modera 
industry tries to find. Often a psy- 
chologist is brought in to help pick 
the leaders it needs. In a typical 
case, the head office identifies for 


| him the better and poorer of its 
| 100 supervisors, all of whom he 
then studies through tests and in- 
| terviews. He finds the better ones 
to be higher in intelligence and 
| emotional maturity, willing to ac- 
| cept blame and responsibility. They 
think in terms of “WE are work- 
ing together toward a common 
| goal,” not, “I’m telling you.” The 
; Poorer foreman are often insecure, 
| self-protective, and yiew their sub- 
| ordinates as objects to manipulate 
| in their own interests: To complete 
his: assignment, the psychologist 
works out methods for selecting 
people of the better type and train- 
ing programs to develop. their tai- 
ents. 

Still another approach to moraie 
problems is counseling and in a 
company such as Western Electric 
there are 55 full-time counselors. 
The workers with a problem 
or discouragement has a private. 
confidential interview in which he 
ig encouraged to let off steam if he 
feels like it, about his wife, the 
cranky foreman, or company per- 
sonnel policy The value of “talk- 
ing it out” is widely recognized to- 
day. Often this is all that is need- 
ed for a worker to get back on the 
job with renewed zeal. He may, 
however, require several interviews, 
perhaps some explanation of com- 
pany policy, and suggestions about 
his family problem, how to get 
along with his-foreman, or other 
jobs he might work towards. The 
counselor never offers to do any- 
thing for the employee; he tries to 
help himself, Some companies 
counsel their older workers to help 
perpare them for retirement. 

Behind the skills of the school, 
clinical industrial and al) other 
psychologists lies a body of know- 
ledge about human behaviour 
which has been patiently developed 
by laboratory experiments. Some 
of this knowledge has been gained 
through a study of animal behav- 
jour.

‘The following is a reprint of his 
article which contains some suggest~ 
ions as to how the matter might be 
coped with, particularly in those 
comrounities which have an active 
rod and gun club. 

“fyery rod and gun club in sou- 
thern Ontario could do a valuable 
service if they carried out a program 
of fox killing within the next three 
months. Foxes are the primary 
hosts of rabies. the carriers, and 
while a dense population exists there 
will be a reservoir of disease that is 
undesirable and dangerous. When 
movorists start knocking off foxes on 
city streets, the animals are either 
very numerous or very sick, or both. 

“4 fox is a nocturnal hunter most 
of the time and in 27 years of driv- 
ing Tye seen two, both at night 
and both travéling in high gear. 

“Foxes are vulnerable during April 
and May when the litters are born 
if the dens could be found and the 
‘amilies wipeq out by gassing oF 
other equally effective means, then 
the whole wildlife picture should 
improve. I mean that pheasants. 
partridges. cottontalis and hares 
ate more desirable “ban foxes and. 
while foxes are needed to keep mice 
under control, ove>-population is 
bad. The number of barnyard 
fowl killed by foxes in one year 
would be sufficient tustification for 
the Dept. of Land, 2nd Forests to 
epenc some money cleaning out the 
fox dens Township cuncils might 
well consider some actior on this 
program. too. However, it seems to 
me that the rod and gun clubs, who 
ofter give more lip service than 
anything else ro good game manaze~ 
ment, might Iook on this rabies 
groblem and the density of fox 
population a, a number one project 
for the clubs to assist in solving. 

‘The history of rabies has been 
that people will have to live with 
the disease for at least a year and @ 
half, so every dog owner. especially 
the ons who takes his dogs afield or 
to the summer cottage, should 
protect his pets at once. It takes 
30 days after vaccination for the 
dog or cat ,0 become immune. and 
this immunity lasts for at least 
three years. Dr G. H. Collacutt, 
Doniinion veterinarian. urgest all 
dog and cat owners to have their 
animals vaccinated at once.

Cost of Living Retreats 
Fractionally In January 


‘The cost of living dropped during 
January, thanks to lower food pric- 
es. 

The consumer price index drop- 
ped two-fifths of a point — from 
116-point-elgnt on January 3rd, to 
116-point-four on February 1st. The 
index .has now remained fairly 
steady for a year. Last January it 
was 116-point-three. 

The Dominion Bureau of Statist- 
ies says the decline in the food index 
was responsible for the drop in the 
total index. However, the food de- 
cline was offset somewhat by high- 
er prices in rent and household com- 
modities. The clothing index was 
unchanged. 

The food index fell from 111- 
point-five to 109-pojnt-nine, the 
largest drop in more than two years.

When this cut in the industrial 
development program was decided 
upon, Alderman Joseph Holtom 
commented that even though the 
budget here was bemg cut, there 
never was any guarantee that the 
program would get an industry. 

To this Alderman Lloyd Found 
replied, “we're just making d--- 
sure that we don’t get an industry.” 

Other cuts included: $500 from 
the Ross Memoria] Hospital grant 
to $5,500, Town Hall fuel expense 
was cut $200. This was explained 
by Alderman Breese who said that 
the new stoker would undoubtedly 
save on fuel anyway. The budget 
here is now $1,000. Town Planning 
was set at $800, a cut of $100; The 
stree: jighting program was reduced 
by $100 to $9,900; and the budget 
from the sewage disposal plant 
operation was sliced $100_ 

Besides these cuts, Council refused 
the request of the Board of Parks 
pansgement for a budget of $10,000 
plus an additional $1500 for a new 
building. Instead they were given 
one mill only, which, explained 
Mayor Hick, is all the town tis per- 
mitted to give them. The Town Hall 
will not be painted this year as had 
been planned either, 

When it became evident that 
faxes would be up this year, 
every member of Council tried 
to work out ideas ‘or paring the 
budget, ang both Alderman 
Holtom and Reeve Butler were 
in favour of taking cne-mill out 
of surplus and cutting the mill- 
rate by thet much. But Mayor 
Hick said that this was im- 
possible, pointing out that one 
of the main reasons why taxes 
are up is the amornt of unpaid 
taxes. 

He explained that the unpaid 
faxes now stand at $57,000 and 
there Is $40,000 in the reserve to 
esyer this Another $39,000 is 
in the reserve fund which must 
cover the balance of unpald 
taxes as well as protect the 
Beard of Works budget. 

“All the reserve fung Is aec- 
tive,» sald His Worship, “and 
when you examine it you will 
see that It could not be touched. 
If people would pay their taxes, 
then we might have been able 
to use some of the reserve fund 
to reduce the mill-rate. 

“Now we have a ercater tax rate, 
which in tum will increase the 
amount of uncollected taxes at the 
end of this year, and they must be 
protected by the reserve.” 

Reasons For The Increase 

In pointing out where the tax 
hike is caused, Mayor Hick reviewed 
a few of the changes in the budget.

ago. At this same time he was 
hired as a cheesemaker in the 
Fleetwood cheese factory. In 1910 
Mr. Cummisky purchased the fac- 
tory and operated it until 1929. For 
a time he continued to farm in the 
district and became interested in 
municipal affairs, serving on the 
Manyers township ccuncil as coun- 
cillor, deputy-reeve and beginning 
his first term as Reeve in 1936. He 
gave Manvers township strong re- 
presentation in the United Coun- 
ties’ Council. In 1939 he became 
the clerk and treasurer of the 
township, holding this position for 
15 years. Due to ill health he re- 
signea in 1954, but was retained by 
the council in an advisory capacity. 
He was also a Justice of the Peace. 

During the years in the Fleetwood 
district, he was a member and 
strong supporter of the Fleetwood 
Methodist church. On moving to 
Eethany he became a member of the 
United Church and was one of the 
Stewards, 

A keen athlete in his youth, he 
maintained his interest in athletics 
and has held seyeraj offices in the 
Bethany Athletic Association, and 
for many years was the manager of 
the local baseball teams who gained 
recognition in the North Durham 
League and Durham County League. 
As an Umpire, he haq gained a 
reputation for accuracy and fatr- 
ness in judgment. 

He was secretary-treasurer of the 
Manyers Municipal Telephone Sys- 
tem fr 15 years; a past president of 
the Manvers township branch of the 
Canadian Red Cross Society. He 
carried on an insurance business and 
was the immediate past president 
of the Farmer's Mutual Pire In- 
surance Co, He was a member of 
the Loyal Orange Lodge No. 1022 
and held offices in this society as 
well as in the Independent Order 
of Foresters.

A man’s ‘‘mug’’ used to matter 
quite a lot in the old days 
when seeking tonsorial skill 


A man’, “mug” doesn’t count for 
too much when he visits a barber- 
shop nowadays but there was a 
time when it meant quite a lot, In 
fact a good “mug” was almost an 
essential and without it a man had 
to take “pot luck” when he went in 
for a shave, 

Mr. Walter Richards, the barber 
in Lindsay who says he hag been 
plying his trade at his own stand for 
the longest time, says “mugs” were 
very important in the old days and 
everyone who wis anyong endeav- 
oured to have a good one. Walter 
recalls when his shop had a special 
rack for shaving mugs and these 
were personalized so that when a 
man dropped In for a shave he was 
ensured of very individual treat- 
ment. 

(In case any moderns haven't 
seen one of these old time mugs, this 
veteran barber has a few tucked 
away on the premises that he shows 
to interested people.) 

Mr. Richarda hag been barbering 
at his own stand on William Bt. 
just south of Kent for 43 years come 
Bunday, March 4th. Of course he 
didn’t open his shop for the firet 
time on Sunday, the anniversary 
just happens to fall then, He re- 
members the year well because it 
was that winter the Lindsay Midgets 
won the Ontario championship, 

But getting back to mugs. Shay- 
ing was a very important part of the 
barbering trade in those days, 
Walter recollects, On Saturday, for 
example, &® min going into a barber- 
shop for a haircut anytime after 
Junch would run the risk of starting 
trouble if he climbed into a chair 
while men were waiting for a shave. 
Barbers in those days used to have 
signs hanging in their windows 
which informed the gentry that 
there would be no haircutting after 
midday on Saturday until the fol- 
lowing Monday morning. And, he 
notes, if the barber didn’t order 
the man out of the chair, the cus- 
tomers would. 

A good shave in those far-off 
days cost the staggering amount of 
40 cents and a haircut, performed 
with hand clippers and gclssors, 
cormmanded 20 cents, 

‘Mr. Richards relates that he ap- 
prenticed with Mr Bert Naylor who 
is still operating a shop but in a 
sunnier clime — Los Angeles, He 
served his time in the barbershop 
aow owned and operated by Mr. 
Marsha) Stephens with Mr. Russell 
Lamb as his partner in trade, 

Lindsay's long time barber re- 
members that beards required al- 
most as much skill to trim in the 
old days as did hears of hair. Van 
Dyke style beards were particularly 
fussy affairs as were “sideburns”, 
those hairy decorations which gain- 
ed popularity as moyile heroes made 
their appearance on screens all over 
the country. 

Regarding present trends in bar- 
bering, Walter say, the razor 1s 
almost a forgotten instrument in the 
barbershop — men who drop into 
the chair and call for o shave are 
about ns scarce as the proverbial 
hen't tooth since the advent of the 
safely and electric razor, Now his 
biggest problem is coping with fancy 
haircuts demanded by the youth of 
a revolutionary new world,

Olark’s soups were on sale for 4 
tins for a quarter, Bacon wis Usted 
jn the Dominion Stores at 27 cents, 
and three tins of Clark's tomato 
juice could be purchased for a dime_ 

At the Superior Stores, during 
May of 1038, name brand coffee 
wag solling for 37 cents a pound, 
and a loaf of bread (unsliced) was 
ning cents. And for 46 cents, 10 lbs, 
of granulated sugar could be pure 
chased.

a jumbo slze tin was selling for 


16 cents, Oranges, 45 cents a, dozen, 


lemons, 20 conts, and grapefruit, @ 
nickel each.

Only 12 Families In Cameron 


At Turn Of Century-Now 50, 


A Pioneer Resid 


Cameron (PNS) —Not all of our 
yural communities are ot a stand- 
still, growth-wise, that ls. Take for 
example, the village of Cameron. 
Around the turn of the century 
there were only 12 families living 
there, ag compared to the 60-plus 
nowadays. 

‘These, and other facls were 
brought to light recently at @ 
meeting of the Cameron W.I. when 
Mrs, William Rutherford, convenor 
of Historical Research, presented a 
reading on the colourful history of 
the village, as she remembers it. 
Here 1, her interesting report: 

“Our village of Cameron 
pamed after Hector Cameron who 
was acting Member of Parliament 
when Canada had just two provinces 
Upper and Lower Canada When 1 
firat remember Cameron, there were 
just 12 families living here, now we 
have over 60 families. Where our 
railway station now stands there 
was the railway foreman’s home 
svhich was torn down and our preé= 
sent station built in 1906 The old 
station was on the south side of the 


was 


road. 

“There were grain elevators on the 
south side built by Mr, Wm, Eyres, 
also the house now owned and com- 
pletely remodeled by Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Brown, was built by him and 
where he lived for many years 
and operated the elevators, Car- 
loadsa of grain were shipped from 
there and a thriving business done. 
Later they were sold out to Mr. 
Nathan Day and these elevators 
were destroyed by fire caused by 
a spark from the traiy, In 1926. 

“Where Mr. and Mrs, Ralph Bra- 
den now live, was owned by Mr, 
odd. Mr, James Martin bought 
the house on the corner where Mr. 
and Mrs, L. Delong now live and 
ther, he ran a General Store and 
later the Post Office, Mr. Northcott 
ran a grist mill and Blacksmith shop 
and also was a Wheelright, 

“Next was the old Methodist 
Church, It stood near where Mr. 
Oluyton Hewle has the general store. 
Mr. Johy Maunder’s house ts now 
where Mr. William Hewle and family 
live, Mr. Maunder ran the black- 
smith shop located on the corner 
which is now Martin's Garage. He 
later sold the shop to Mr, Walter 
‘Towrsend, who ran {f for 46 years. 

Mr. and Mrs. Townseng lived in 
the home now owned by Mr. and 
Mrs, Wallace Dunn. The house was 
burned down and rebuilt by Mr. 
Townsend, Mr James Bryson own- 
ed the farm now owned and occu- 
pied by Mr. and Mrs, Garnet May- 
bee, and bullt the large brick house 
that Mr, John Worsley now owns 
and has turned into an apartment 
house. Mr. Bryson ran a General 
Store and the first Post Office ever 
44 Cameron. His son, Jobn, ran the 
the farm anq lived in the house 
whore Mr. and Mrs G Maybee now 
live. 

“There was an old house where 
Mr. and Mrs, Ed, Dunn live owned 
by Mrs, John Mark who moved 
there after the terrible tragedy 
which befell their family, when they 
were burned ot of thelr farm, Mr 
Mark Jost his littl, daughter and 
his mother. 

Mr, and Mrs, Ed, Dunn rebuilt in 
1907. The oldest house in Cameron 
wus owned by Mr. and Mra, M, Per- 
rin, where Mr, and Mrs, O, Moore 
now live," 

Mrs. Rutherford went on. to say, 
“There was & hotel] owned and 
oporated by Mr. and Mrs. Boyce, but 
was torn down and a house built 
which I, now owned and ocoupied 
by Mr and Mrs, Harold Jackett. 

“Our new Methodist Church was 
built in 1895 and ts now called the 
United Church, ‘Ths old one was 
moved back and used os a church 
shad. The English church faced 
out on the north road, but on the 
samy lot on which it now stands, 
hut was pulled back and was re- 
modelled and made to face the 
}ighway. This way done in July 
1924 and is now called the Anglican 
Church. The Latter Day Saints: 
Church was built in 1886 and is 
now called the Re-Organized Latter 
Day Saints Ohureh, 

“We hag a few plank sldewalks. 
The first’ ones were three boards 
wide, running length-ways, Later we 
go’ pinnk walks running crossways 
and nailed down, This was really 
something, 

‘There was n cheese factory on 
the farm now owned by Hector Per- 
rin, but owned at that time by Mr. 
Manley Maybeo, Everyone sent their 
mille there ag there was no such 
tning os a cream feparator 

"The old school house made oul. 
of logs, stood across the rond from 
where our more modern one stands

“what we now call Long Beach 
was called Boll Point. named after

or tourists in those days and some 
of our fondest memorie, were Aa-

“The old Crandella and Esturion, 
two boats that used to cruise the 
waters at that time, would call at 
Ball Point, It was a ren) thrill to 
walk the long plank put oub to get 
passengers on and ofi 

“tt would make calls at Oak Or- 
chard, Ohemong Park and many 
other places and return home at 
sundown, I also remember the old 
swimming hole, where some of the 
mothers would go with their child- 
Tes and their lunch baskets. They 
would hitch old Dobbin to the buggy 
and were off for the afternoon. Our 
bathing sults were all the same,” 
Mrs, Rutherford also has in her 
possession an old “Canadian Post”. 
dated November 15, 1889. Some very 
interesting items were read from it, 
especially prices of various articles 
of clothing and foodstuffs, in com- 
parison with today’s.

Have you ever wondered how 
florists grow those stocky pot 
plants of petunias, marigolds, and 
many other lovely annual flowers 
which they sell in the early 
spring? 

Their methods require no skill 
which any amateur cannot dupli- 
cate. While there is better control 
of temperatures and light in 
greenhouses, plants can be start- 
ed in the home and grown to 
transplanting size by following 
similar techniques. 

There is no better way to ac- 
quire a green thumb than by 
starting seeds indoors. And the 
seedlings you grow will cost only 
a fraction of what you would pay 
for commercial plants. 

First, seed is sown broadcast 

- or in shallow drills (trenches) in 
a flat (shallow box) which has 
been filled with porous soil. This 
you can buy, or prepare by mix- 
ing one-third peat, one - third 
sharp builder's sand, and one- 
third of your best garden top soil, 
sifted. 

Cover the seed lightly with the 
same soil, sifted through an ordi- 
nary kitchen sieve. 

Firm the soil gently, soak it 
with water by standing in a tub, 
so the water soaks up from the 
bottom, and the seeds are not dis- 
turbed. Put in a dark, but well 
ventilated place until the seeds 
sprout, then bring it into all the 
light you can supply. 

When the seedling plants have 
developed their first leaves, trans- 
plant them to another flat, spac- 
ing them two inches apart each 
way. At this early stage trans- 
planting shock is at a minimum, 
and the tiny seedlings are easily 
lifted with roots intact using a 
pointed stick, or pocket-knife 
blade. 

The roots are dropped into the 
prepared hole, and soil pressed 
against them in one second. When 


No. 1—Sow seed thinly in shallow drills. No. 2—Cover lightly with 
sifted, porous soll. No. 3—When leaves develop, transplant seedlings 
to second fiat No. 4—When plants are ready, move them into pots. 
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the flat is filled, return to its place 
in the sun—all the sun you can 
give it—until the seedlings have 
developed several pairs of leaves 
and are ready to be potted. 

Potting is quickly done, placing 
each seedling in the pot and filling 
in soil around it, leaving space at 
the top for watering. Pots may be 
of clay, 2 to 4-inch, depending on 
the size of the plant wanted; or 
paper pots or plant bands may be 
used. Avoid using a pot so small 
that the plant will receive a check 
in growth before safe to move to 
the garden. 

For automatic watering use a 
wick, for which a hole is bored in 
the bottom of the seed box. Fibre 
glass wicking can be purchased, 
but a six inch piece of clothes line 
will serve for one season. Draw 
the wick through the hole, shred 
the upper end and imbed it in the 
soil The lower end drops into a 
pan of water below the box and 
as long as there is water in the 
pan the soil will be moist. 

The degree of moisture can be | 
controlled by varying the dis- 
tance between the pan and the 
box. The closer the pan, the more 
moisture in the soil. 

Sunlight may be supplemented 
by artificial light when necessary. 
Cool fluorescent lamps may be 
placed a foot above the box. A 40- 
watt tube in a reflector burned 15 
hours a day is sufficient to grow 
healthy seedlings. Temperature 
varying between 60 degrees at 
night and 70 degrees by day 
should produce stocky, vigorous 
plants. 

Damping off, which may kill 
seedling plants even before they 
emerge can be prevented by cov- 
ering the soil before sowing with 
a half-inch layer of sphagnum 
moss, which has been passed 
through a sieve. Sow the seeds on 
this moss, and cover lightly with 
it. The moss is anti-biotic and 
prevents the growth of fungi.

Scotland and later became a law- 
yer and police magistrate in Lind- 
Say. He was succeeded by Miss 
Anne MacAskill and following Miss 
MacAskill came Findlay McNebb | 
who was the first to teach in the | 
little red school house which was | 
erected in 1872. Since then there | 
Was an enrollment of 87 pupils at | 
one time, one old pioneer recalls 
@s a Small boy at school, he didn’t 
have a lesson for a week at a time 
with the teacher, the older girls 
used to hear the little ones with 
their lessons The school has been | 
| modernized and igs still beine used 
to educate the children in our com- 
munity, my grandfather attended | 
the log school in the early days | 
and I passed my entrance from the |

this hobby is felt when flowers 
bloom, or vegetables mature, on 
plants which grew from seeds 
sown by your own hands. 

Whether this is a man’s hobby 
or a woman's may sometimes be 
debated. The truth is that the 
pleasures, and work, of the gar- 
den can be shared by every mem- 
ber of the family. 

Gardening has its artistic side, 
in the design of the garden. and 
the arrangement of flowers in its 
beds and borders, and in bou- 
quets. It provides healthful, not 
too strenuous exercise in the sun- 
shine and fresh air, not at a dis- 
tant beach, but right in your own 
home grounds. 

On a small plot most of the 
vegetables needed by the average 
family can be grown in less hours 
of work than it would take to shop 
for them im the marxet. These 
vegetables can be of a tenderness 
and fiavor impossible to buy, be- 
cause they can be served within 
minutes after they have been har- 
vested. 

Children need no coaxing to eat 
such vegetables, which when 
fresh are rich in the vitamins that 
are often lost on the way to mar- 
ket. 

Decorative gardening not only 
rewards the gardener but adds 
substantially to the value of the 
home, and to the standing of the 
whole community. The social 
contacts which develop from ac- 
tivity in gardening are not the 
least of its rewards. The rapid 
expansion of the garden club 
M™moyement among both men and 
women is based upon the spread- 
ing interest in this hobby.

A paper executive urges farmers 
in tree-growing provinces to think 
of trees as a crop. 
Vernon E. Johnson, President of 
Canadian International Paper Com-

Johnson recently tolq the Rotary 
Club of Montreal about his firm’s 
forest farm, halfway between Ot- 
tawa and Montreal. Proper cultiva- 
tion and fertilization of trees 
resulted in six times the height 
growth and 11 times the volume 
growth of poplars in one year. 

The executive says these methods 
do not make bigger trees bur produce 
wood faster by speeding growth. 

Says Johnson: “It is not at all 
difficult to double the output of 
forest lands where circumstances 
permit.” 

As a footnote to this: Reports 
from the United States say many 
American farmers now regard trees 
as a valuable cash crop 

Eggs And Means 

The price of eggs fuctuates from 
season to season and from year to 
year .. . probably more than that 
of eny other farm product. 

There are two ways the individual 
egg producer can gain maximum 
profit, from his poultry -flock. Op- 
erating oN a Seasonal basis, he can 
Prepare early layers and sell them 
on the early market when supplies 
are low. On & yearly basis, he can 
Study provincial poultry figures to 
See whether egg production for the 
coming year is likcly to be above 
Or kelow average. 

Alf Petersen of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture says an- 
other way to increase poultry profits 
is 1o cut production costs. Petersen 
Who has carried out a mixed farm 
study for the past four years, says 
the biggest item in figuring pro- 


A hen producing eggs at the rage 
of 125 eggs a year produces them 
at about 62 cents a dozen. A hen 
producing eggs at the rate of more ~ 
than 150 a year does so at 36 cents 
a dozen. Over one year, each hen 
laying at the higher rate will save 
the producer three-dollars-25-cents 
in production costs. 

Fetersen says the size of the flock 
is another important profit consides 
ation, Farms with more than 500 
hens can produce eggs at 15-cents a 
dozen cheaper than those with less 
than 300 hens' Those carrying be- 
tween 300 and 500 hens could pro- 
duce eggs at eight cents a dozen less 
than those with less than 300 hens.

Although the crane !s doing a use- 
ful job, i, is not exactly situated 
where the contractors intended It to 
be. 

According to One of the foremen, 
Mr. Davidson, the crane had been 
parked on the old bridge which was 
to be demolished and was hoisting 
rocks for the placing of the new 
bridge foundation, Nearby a temp- 
orary Bailey bridge is being utilized 
by motorists, 

It seems that on Monday after- 
noon, the old bridge suddenly weak- 
ened and collapsed under the weight 
of the 22-ton crane, and the huge 
machine with its operator dropped 


However ,the crane did not fall 
with a rush, ang reportedly eased 
itself into the water, tipped in such 
& way that the boom came to rest 
eguinst the adjacent Bailey bridge, 
and then righted itself. 

The foreman sald the operator 
jumped clear of the crane just be- 
fore it struck the water, and when 
he hit the river, began to swim 
yapidly out of harm’s way. When 
hp saw that everything was to be 
alright, he returned to his machine, 
which was undamaged except for 
some cracked windows. 

The water at the spot was only 
about three feet deep and engineers 
say that after the old abutments are 
remuved, they hope to be able to 
drive the crane to a nearby shore 
under its own power, filling in the 
deeper spots with earth as it goes.

Lowly Broom Now $16 Million 


Broom corn is graded according to quality and length 
of fibre by a workman in a Norwich, Ontario, broom 
factory. Choicest quality is made into house brooms, 
heavier, coarser fibres find their way into warchouse 
brooms. This factory, largest in the British Empire, makes 
every type, from children’s miniatures to curling brooms.

B.C. fir and Quebec maple wood go into making of 
broom handles. Handles must be straight, free of ble- 
mishes, tough and without splinters. Wood is kiln dried 
and sanded. Here, machine operator sends broom handles 
through apparatus which automatically applies clear, 


quick-drying lacquer. 


Broom fibres are fed into machine which wire-winds 
them onto broom handle. Five different lengths of broom 
corn fibres are required; outer edges take longer fibres, 
with shorter lengths fed next to handle. Final touch is 
added by a workman who folds in a strip of velveteen 
or coloured metal to cover stub ends. 


Racks of brooms are shown being brought to sutching 
room, where intricate machines sew 40 brooms per hour, 
Giant needles are automatically thrust through corn to 
bind the fibres tightly with coloured twine. When a 
broom has been stitched securely into shape, a toothed 
machine strips it of faulty and loose fibres.

County Court 
Of Revision 
Is Advocated 


To Overcome Alleged 
Vote-catching Tactics 


| In County Council on Friday af- 
| ternoon—the closing day of session 
—Reeve Perdue of Emily and Assess- 
or Dick Hill strongly advocated 4 
new institution—a County Court of 
Revision. The matter was shelved 
for the June Session. 

Considerable discussion followed 
the suggestion of Township Assess- | 
| or Dick Hill that a County Court of | 
Reviion be appointed to assist him | 
in his work. Mr. Hill was appoint- 
ed to office last summer. 

Reeve Perdue: “We appointed a 
County Assessor last summer to 
equalize the assessment. When 
| changes are made if on the upward 
trend, no doubt there will be dis- 
satisfaction. Many will want the old 
system where courts o: revision are 
in every municipality, village, etc. 
From my experience, these local 
Courts of revision have in the past 
passed judgment in many instan- 
ces to secure votes, the Court of 
Revision being held close to elec- 
tion time and being composed of 
members of Township Council. From 
enquiries made to other counties 
having an independent County 
Court of Revision, it is found that 
these counties say that they couldn't 
get along without it. I would like 
to see the County assessor idea work 
but if he is not backed up by a good 
County Court of Revision I don’t see 
how the new assessment plan will 
work.” 

Mr. Hill in addressing the Com- 
mittee, chaired by Reeve Hodgson 
of Sommerville, stated—“As far as 
a County Court of Revision is con- 
cerned it is now working in Dur- 
ham and Northumberland Count- 
jes. I am predujiced to form a 
County Court of Revision in Vic- 
toria County. I pass on the infor- 
mation that it worked there, in my 
association with it, and know it 
could work here. 

“In the Counties of Northumber- 
land and Durham, they apopinted a 
County Court of Revision after the 
appointment of the County Assessor. 
They worked extremely well to- 
geather. Five men, which comprised 
this Court of Revision travelled the 
different municipalities with the 
assessor. Now these men were) 
picked from the County and were} 
very versatile, knowing properties 
of different kinds. This was as- 
sured by choosing one from Cobourg, 
one from Dardington Township, 
one from Murray Township and onc 
man from Hamilton Township and 
one from Cranny Township, which 
is just outside the Village of Col- 
borne. In choosing this way from 
all kinds of properties, one man at | 
least would have authentic infor- | 
mation of the appeal being brought | 
before the Court. 

“They were necessarily familiar 
with cases brought before them. 
They had good knowledge of muni- 
cipal affairs and the appeals list 
before them. They compiled infor- 
mation and then went out to view 
the property in question. They | 
were as fair as could be not always | 
upholding (he County Assessor. They 
did not work by fear or favour. 

“How can we choose five men that 
are going to be familiar with every | 
type of property in the Township? 
I would say in order to get a fair 
hearing and justice to all applicants | 
on different adjustment matter, it| 
could be done by the appointment |

Altbough some residents of Hali- 
burton were unaware who was 
responsible for bringing out the 
body of their fire chief. it was learn- 
ed later that it was recovered by 
Reeve James Curtis and Doug Ellery 
of Fenelon Falls. 

Reeve Curtis is also Fenelon’s Fire 
Chief. and he was called about two 
a.m, to come to the fire. He called 
his assistant, Mr. Ellery, and they 
loaded masks and other equipment 
onto a trailer which they took to 
the village of Haliburton. 

Mrs. Curtis said that when her 
husband learned that the Haliburton 
fire chief had been trapped, he and 
Mr. Ellery entered the burning 
building ang did not return until 
they had found the body of Chief 
Chambers, 

Residents say the fire was most 
spectacular, and state that if the 
wind had been strong, the entire 
viliage might have been wiped out. 
It was thought for a while that 
the adjacent hotel would be con- 
sumed by the flames, but firemen 
managed to save the building, al- 
though it reportedly suffered smoke 
anlage. 

The bank building 1, still standing, 
although the interior is completely 
gutted. 

Tt is reported that the Salvation 
Army was on the scene quickly, 
supplying the firefighters with hot 
coffee, as were many district resi- 
dents who worked through the night 
to bring a little comfort to the weary 
men. 

Fire Chief Alex Wyllie of Lind- 
say reported that his department 
had been notified of the fire and 
Were alerted to help 1f needed, under 
the Mutual Aid Scheme He said 
that if Fenelon haq sent its fire 
truck to the scene, vrobably a truck 
fiom Lindsay would have gone to 
Fenelon to protect that community 
until its own equipment returned.

AS A MATTER OF INTEREST..,. 

There is one thing which “Eduéation Week’ has 
served to do and that is bring out a number of inter- 
esting thoughts on educational matters. We in Lind- 
say were particularly impressed after reading what a 
public school inspector had to say to a meeting of Cen- 
tral Home and Schoo] Association relative to a child’s 
ability to absorb some subjects better than others. This 
is a reasonable observation and the thoughts brought 
out by the inspector are worthy of more than passing 
consideration. 

In a different vein, but no less worthy of contempla- 
tion, were the thoughts of the principal of North Toron- 
to Collegiate as expressed at a Toronto Business Club 
luncheon. The principal is reported in part: 

He criticized the number of optional subjects 
permitted, the “]-think-the-school-should-teach 
this” fellow and the fact that teaching days were 
only five-and-a-half hours long and numbered few- 
er than half the days in a year. 

“Send a boy out with a mastery of his language, 
some knowledge of mathematics and science, and 
some understanding of his civilization, past and 
present , and he is not too badly off,” Mr. Houston 
said. “He can proceed to learn what is required 
for his job, his obligations as a citizen or for cultural 
or recreational pursuits without too much diffi- 
culty.” 

Longer Hours 

The principal, who said Huropean systems de- 
manded more from their students and worked 
them hard and for longer hours, said “certain en- 
thusiasts,”” who could be called “pestilential,”’ were 
fond of advocating such courses in school as safe 
driving, sex, religious education, citizenship, con- 
servation, mental health and alcoholism. 

There was no time to teach such things and if 
the schools did, “it would mean we could not teach 
effectively the basic subjects, which are already 
skimped.” 

He found “dubious” the reasoning that wide 
options should be allowed because a boy might be 
good at maths, but “can’t do” languages. 

“4 normally intelligent person can do any sub- 
ject reasonably well, providing he wants to do so 
sufficiently,” he said. 

If a student had neglected his early mathematical 
requirements—his tables—his later skills in the sub- 
ject were affected, he got poor marks and “he 
doesn’t like arithmetic.” Dad indiscreetly admits 
he was never any good at it either, “justification by 
faith” takes hold of the lad and mathematics was 
a lost cause. 

Automation Threat 

Mr. Houston found it strange that mathema- 
ties and science could be avoided after the first two 
years of high school. “The skills of language, 
numbers and science are so important in an age 
when more and more people are required to be spec-- 
ialists that, in my opinion, there should be no escap- 
ing a sound training in them.” 

Automation in industry, he added, was threat- 
ening to make all employees either laborers or tech- 
nicians. 


EVEN THE MAYOR IS CONCERNED! 

There isn’t any doubt about it, taxes in Lindsay are 
becoming dangerously high and there is no one who 
recognizes this fact more than Mayor A. B. Hick, He 
is particularly conscious of the trend, as are the town’s 
many other taxpayers, at this period when the budget 
has just been struck for another year and a mill-rate 
increase of almost six mills was declared necessary to 
keep the Town of Lindsay solvent. 

While Mayor Hick is aware of the Inflationary trend 
in our tax rate, he is also ready to sit down and talk this 
situation over with any interested citizens and, in an 
interview with representatives of “The Post” this week, 
he declared himself open to any practical suggestions 
for reducing taxes. 

Mayor Hick says the situation in which Town 
Council finds itself these days is a contradictory one: 
On the one hand people are demanding Jower taxes, 
while on the other they are demanding more services. 
Referring to the town’s latest budget, the mayor noted 
that a large portion of the tax load was made necessary 
to pay the salaries to hire the people to perform the 
extra services the town is now not only asked to provide 
but which people assume is their right to expect. 

Time doesn’t permit a lengthy look at our tax 
structure al this moment, but this editorial is written 
primarily to point out that services cost money and, if 
we demand them, there is only one place (as things now 
stand) where the town can look for money to pay its 
bills and that is In the taxpayers’ pockets. Some con- 
structive suggestions on ways and means of either 
redistributing the tax load or otherwise putting the 
brakes on the current spiralling trend would be wel- 
comed. 


A START IS MADE 

Relief has been expressed by many Lindsay citi- 
zens relative to the decision of Town Councl to see that 
the local dog bylaw is strictly enforced. The action is 
necessary in view of the current rabies outbreak and it is 
desirable that there be no relaxation of the regulations 
even should the incidence of the disease decline. 


Lindsay’s dog bylaw has been in effect a long time, 
during which dog owners have paid a tax to harbour 
them. During this time there have been perennial pro- 
tests about the number of dogs allowed to run at large 
when gardeners were 
grounds attractive but usually they have prompted noth- 
ing more than a flurry of action and a brief debate in 
Council. It does not speak well for municipal bylaw en- 
forcement when ii has required a’threat' of violent dis-

ease to get action. Neither has the neglect of the by- 


law's enforcement in the past been encouraging to law- 


abiding citizens. This is written without reflection on 


law enforcement officers and is concerned only with a 
lethargic attitude which seems to have prevailed to- 
ward this particular bylaw by all authorities. 

We like dogs as well as anyone, but we believe 
they should be kept under control, particularly in urban 
areas. We can think of no reason why we who har- 
bour dogs should allow them to annoy our neighbours. 

Enforcement of the dog bylaw shouldn't work a 
hardship on the town because it collects revenue from 
the sale of licenses and it was likely anticipated by the 
authors of the bylaw that there would be expenses en- 
tailed. 

It hasn't been determined yet whether or not a dog 
catcher will be engaged but there is a feeling that this 
is somewhat of a specialized field in which certain 
equipment and skills are employed. A little enquiry 
might produce someone who could, for a nominal sum, 
be persuaded to see that the bylaw is enforced. In the 
meantime the task has been assigned to police and if 
they find it impossible to cope with, representation 
should be made to Council so that any good achieyed to 
this point will not be lost. 


OPEN CNE MEETINGS ‘ 

When he was mayor of this city, Hiram McCallu 
adhered to the practice of informing the public on civic 
affairs through the medium of open meetings. Now, as 
general manager of the Canadian National Exhibition, 
he appears to think closed meetings of the CNE board 
are in order so long as the CND’s own public relations 
man makes a report to the press. 

The CNE is a civic institution and the public is en- 
titled to first-hand information about it. Its only 
means of obtaining full reports are through the press. 
Handouts by a CNE employee, however able he may be, 
are obviously unsatisfactory if only for the reason that 
the material is selected by him and comes to the public 
second-hand. 2 

As Alderman Kucherepa pointed out, had CNE 
meetings in the past been open to publie reporting, 
there would have been early notice of the CNB’s ar- 
rangements with a private firm for outside parking on 
city-owned lands. These arrangements, it appears, 
were made without prior discussion with the city's 
Parking Authority, a body that clearly ought to have been 
consulted where the question\involyed parking at a civic 
institution on civic property. The CNH, by agreeing 
to Alderman Summerville’s motion to discuss future 
parking contracts with the Authority, concedes that 
this is the proper course to follow. 
< By thowing their meetings open and thereby allow 
ing full discussion, public bodies not only permit the 
flow of information on public business but also open» 
themselves to reaction which may assist them in fulfil= 
ling their duties. —Toronto Telegram. 


AS PRESS, WE TAKE EXCEPTION 

The press, commonly known as the Fourth Estate, 
has freedoms vested in it that are unparalleled perhaps 
hy any other profession. If they did not have such free- 
doms, or if those freedoms were ever to be curtailed, it 
would be the first step backward in limiting the freedom 
of the individual and thence to the ‘dark ages’. The 
press has a sacred duty to perform and there is little 
doubt hut what it performs the duty in a direct and fear- 
less manner. Unforiunately, the task of informing the 
public can at times do almost as much harm are it can 
good if the writer does not exercise good judgment. 

In the past years and, more particularly, in recent 
months the daily press have emblazoned their front 
pages with type size headlines that was once reserved 
for declarations of war or death of kings. Only, now 
the big, bold headings usually tell of murder or rape, or 
some dreadful misfortune occurring to some hapless in- 
dividual. These are considered news, today. 

We often wonder if the headline writer and the re- 
porter does not realize that besides a duty to his publish- 
er, he has an even greater duty lo the public. We often 
wonder, too, if he ever considers how any young mo- 
ther should go about explaining to her 8-year-old the 
meaning of the two-inch type on the front page. Or 
are these little considerations relegated to the back- 
ground as he goes off in search of more and more sensa- 
tional news stories to offer to the public? 

Tt is known there are many types of degenerate or 


abnormal persons born into the world and one of the ' 


most dangerous of these is the type who will commit any 
kind of monstrous crime in order to receive publicity, 
It is here where the country’s press Is doing themsely 
and their readers a disfavour in giving it so much space 
in their papers. It jg fine to be warned, yes, but it is 
unnecessary to make a lurid novel of the warning. So 
lurid, in fact, that the paper Instead of remaining fam- 
ily reading matter has to be hidden away for fear that it 
might instigate temporary embarrassment or, much 
worse, exercise an undesirable influence on our very 
young citizens. 

it is time the press of the country got back to print- 
ing reports of this kind with only relevant facts and ina 
clear, concise manner. They should leave the sensa- 
tionalism for chose pulp publications that, at the very 
most, cater to only the fourth class reader, Let us 
have our daily newspapers, family newspapers, not pap- 
ers only for the parents.

Handicapped 

Employment is the ultimate in 
rehabilitation of handicapped per- 
sons. 

That's what Doctor Gustave Gin- 
gras told the annual] meeting of the 
Women’s Auxiliary at Julius Rich- 
ardson Hospital in Montreaj yes- 
terday. 

Gingras told-the women that be- 
sides helping crippled children 
through their hospital wor they 
could persuade businessmen such 
as their husbands to give equal job 
opportunities to the handicapped. 

The Doctor, who is medica! dir- 
ector of Montreals Rehabi-itation 
Institute and a rehabilitation con- 
sultant to the United Nations. said 
there still is resistance to hiring the 
handicapped in some sectiors of 
industry. 

He pointed out that handicapped 
workers often have less absentee- 
ism, fewer accident and a lower 
turnover than so-called able-bodied 
workers. 

Cut Fuel Bills 

Fuel bills may be cut by about 
one-quarter if metal stripping is 
installed around windows. That's 
the word from the Weatherstrip 
Research Institute, which conduct- 
ed tests. 

It was found an average ot about 
35 per cent of heat loss in a home 
{is through air leakage at windows. 
This leakage was found to be con: 
siderably reduced when metal 
weather stripping was properly in- 
stalled. 

Plastic Wood Tip 

If drawer knobs come off your 
furniture when pulled, try plastic 
wood to solve the problem. Remove 
the knob and fill the hole with the 
plastic material. Allow it to hard- 
en, and then screw the knob back 
on. Usually, the knob wili have 
a stronger hold than originally be- 
cause of the plastic wood.

County Levy 
To Meet Need

$325,000 {s needed for the expan- 
sion of the L.O.J. and Fenelon Falls 
High School as estimated, approved, 
prepared and submitted by the 
Finance Committee of the Victoria 
County High School Area Board to 
County Council on Thursday after- 
noon. 

Messrs. Clifforg Benson, Stanley 
‘Mutray, Robert Bradt and Jasper 
Forman, comprised this delegation 
for the Victoria County HSA. 
Board. 

Mr, Benson, in ® very concise 
manner, presented the facts and 
figures re the necessary expenditure 
on this High School Area debenture 
accounts, 

‘These figures were submitted to 
show the necessity of the expen- 
diture of $325,000 on this expansion. 
Of this amount 75 percent, or ap- 
proximately $225,000. will be @ 
grant from the Provincial Goyern- 
ment The remaining $100,000 is 
the approximate amount to be 
raised by county debenture. 

13 MILL HIKE 

Clerk Frank Weldon figured that 
this would only mean p rise in 
taxes of 13 mills per year for 15 
years, reckoning a $325,000 deben- 
ture at 4 percent. 

The 75 percent palq by the govern- 
ment is returned in such a manner 
that it will be absorbed in financing 
additional overhead, such as up- 
keep, additional teachers’ salaries 
salaries etc., as called for by the 
larger school. 

Warden Walter Lytle wanted to 
know “How about preliminary plans 
for this expansion?” 

Mr. Jasper Forman said, “We 
have preliminary plans. We want 
debentures for $325,000 to execute 
the expansion.” 

Mr, Herman Buckley, Reeve of 
Ops stated, “We certainly must 
educate more teachers, that 1; very 
cvident, s0 we must provide tacili- 
tics”, 

Mr Frank Weldon, clerk, explain- 
ed that the 75 percent grant of the 
$325,000 required, amounting to some 
$225,000 will go to the school board 
for increased maintenance, etc.

Parting thought 
on Education Week 


A. E. O’Neill Says 
Rerormation Needed 


A retired principal of Oshawa Col- 
legiatg and a man who is widely- 
known through this district, says 
“Education is a year-round task and 
almost a round-the-clock job.” Mr. 
A. E ONeill, who ha; been promim- 
ent in education circles for many 
years, has submitted an article on 
“Education Week” to “The Post” in 
which he sets fourth these thoughts 
or interest: 

Renaissance and Reformation 

In Education Needed 
“Education Week is comparative- 
ly a newcomer amung the special 
days, weeks, months and years 
which man in all ages and places 
as dedicated to some specific in- 
terest. Already there are signs of 
the dangers that beset sucb con- 
centration of interest and activity 
—frenzied splurge of publicity and 
activities follwed by a sleep and a 
forgetting 

“Teachers should be on guard to 
insure that the idealism which 
should characterize Education Week 
| $s nor lost in Promotional and nar- 
| lowly professional efforts; and that 
after much tumult and shouting 
zzal for the better education of our 
youth be not allowed to subside and 
Jencuish while each exploits the 
possibilities of his own little niche- 

“Eaucation is a year-round task 
! and almost a round-the-clock job. 
‘The education of the child begins 
with the first cry; it ceases with the 
Yast breath. Education, therefore, 
cannot be left to the schools alone. 
Indeed. the schools will be well- 
advised to repudiate 2 task In which 
they must inevitably fail, operating 
on a 30-hour week for the pupil 
(though a 45-hour week for the 
teacher). 

“The task of the schoo! should be 
circumscribed and pointed up so 
that the pupil, teacher, parent and 
Taxpayers can see clearly what is 
beins aimed at and how good the 
marksmanship.

“Assurances afg reassurances that 
‘all's well — even better than ever— 
come from the higher command and 
are greeted with many aye-ayes, 
yea-yeas. and hear-hears from the 
ranks. But under ccrar of what 
eppears to be unanimous acclaim 
one may note significant silences, 
and s Suggestion of sullen conform- 
ity with the unavoidable on the 
part of a large respected and re- 
spectable body of the tesching 
profession who are far from happy 
with present day trends. 

“Tt may be that somewhere, some- 
day, such an educationa] potential 
will be mobilized in an Educatiog 
Week that will be prolonged into 
Years. It seems time for a renais- 
Sance and a reformation in educa- 
tion Perhaps some Education Week 
somewhere will touch it off. That 
is the greatest contribution that 
Education Week could make to edu- 
cation.”

MAN ADMITS HE WOULD 
HAVE ENJOYED SEEING 
DOG BITE POLICEMAN 


Should Hire Dog 


Catcher - - Bench; 


Warns People Must Cooperate, 
Rahies Situation Serious 


Both Magistrate R. I. Moore and 
Crown Attorney Lorne W-. Jordan 
said in Court Monday that they were 
of the opinion the town of Lindsay 
should employ a dog catcher, and 
that it was not the job of the police | 
to round up stray dogs. 

“I don’t think the police should 
be asked to carry out this by-law,” 
said His Worship. “There are even 
some members of Council who agree 
that it is not the job of the police to 
collect dogs. A man should be em- 
ployed for this work, even though 
he will become unpopular among 
dog owners.” 

These comments came to light in 
Magistrate's Court where a Lindsay 
milkman was found not guilty of a 
charge of obstructing a police of- 
ficer while engaged in the lawful 
execution of his duty. To wit: the 
man was charged with attempting 
to get a dog to bite P. C. Ross Bailey 
as he was attempting to take it to 
the police cruiser on George St, 
Saturday morning . 

According to the testimony given 
by Constable Bailey, he and Con- 
stable John Henley, acting upon 
instructions, were enforcing the 
town's by-law which prohibits any 
dog to run loose, or not be on a 
leash. He said that on George St., 
he was just about to grab a terrier- 
type dog when a milkman, who was 
in his delivery wagon, called out 
“sic 'm, bit him Nipper.” 

Constable Bailey~ said the dog} 
tried to turn and bite him, snarling 
and showing his teeth. The officer 
testified that he twisted the dog’s 
collar so that it couldn’t bite, and 
Placed it in the cruiser. He then 
stated he went over to the milkwag- 
on where he said to the accured, 
“You would have liked to have seen 
that dog bite me, wouldn't you.” 

To this the man was alleged to 
have replied, “you're d - = -right I 
would. You have no business to pick 
up dogs. This one follows me every 
morning.” 

It was learned that the dog was 


13 years old, and had been follow- 
ing the milkwagon on its route for 
10 years. It was also learned that 
the dog had been destroyed on in- 
structions of its owner, who, it was 
reported, felt it was getting too old. 

Mr. M. J. Cunningham, solicitor 
for the accused took up the quest- 
joning of Constable Bailey, 

Q. Were you generally in that 
vicinity to pick up dogs? 

A. Only when instructed. 

Q. How many dogs had you col- 
lected that morning? 

A, Four. 

Q. Where was Constable Henley 
at this time? 

A. He was talking to a lady at 
another house about her dog. 

Q. Had you got hold of the dog 
before the accused spoke? 

A. Yes, I had just gr e€d hin. 

Q. Did the acused come toward 
you? 

A, No. 

Q. Did you hear “Sic 'im Nipper, 
bit him’? 

A, Yes, The dog would have 
bitten me then, so I had to twist 
his head with the collar and walk 
him to the cruiser. 

Q. Did you call Constable Henley 
to assist you? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you ever see the dog be- 
fore? 

© Possibly. 

Q. Did you say to the accused 
“T won't forget this?” 

A. He hind started to drive away 
and I told him not to do it again. 

Constable Henley was called to 
the witness slang where he told 
the Court that he had just rounded 
up a dog and was speaking to the 
lady who owned jt, when he heard 
a cog snarling He said he and 
the lady saw Constable Bailey hold- 
ing » dog by the colar and leading 
it te the crulser, 

Mr. Cunningham also questioned 
this officer,

Mr. Cunningham’ then asked for 
a dismissal on the grounds that it 
had not been proven the accused 
had actually obstructed the police 
cfficer. He said there was no evi- 
aencc that the man would have used 
any form of violence “The only 
evidence is a sign that there is lack 
of love for a policeman.” 

Much discussion took place be- 
tween Counsel and the Crown as to 
the workings of a dog’s mind. where 
they contemplated whether the dog 
was paying attention to the order 
of the accused,-and whether it would 
have obeyed such a command. 

Mogistrate Moore quipped at this 
point, “stick, and stunes will break 
my bones, but names will never hurt 
mie.” 

The accused {ook the stand on his 
cwn behalf and adtnitted he told 
the officer he would like to have 
seen him bitten by the dog, com- 
menting, “that’s some police job. 
chasing dogs.” He also said that 
Ccnstable Henley said “What's the 
matter Ross, does he think he’s pay- 
ing our wages?” 

He told the Court the dog had 


never been vicious in al! the ten| 
years he had beeg following the} 


Wagon around. 

Crown Attorney Jordan said he 
aidn’t agree with the way the lay 
wes being enforced, and that it 
choulq not be the ico of the police 
to collect dogs. 

Summing up, Magistrate Moore 
stated, “I’m not going to convict, 
Uecause there ig some doubt as’ to 
intent, besides there seem, to be 
some personal grudge, which throws 
a different slant on the story. 

“T want to protect our police offi- 
cers, but I don’t think they’re being 
ebslructed by words. However, the 
public must realize the seriousness 
of the rabies situation, and that is 
why this law is being enforced to 
the letter. - 

“But the police cannot ignore the 
lights of the public. A dog-catcher 
should be employed, although he 
probably won't stay x! the job long, 
Since they are the most unpopular 
men {in the country 

“The dog vaccine js not enough . - 
the public must co-operate, and If 
they don’t they will be here in Court. 
We may have to set asidp another 
day for Court to hear all the cases, 
hut It that ts necessary, we will do 
8), 

“T'm afraid the town will find 
they have a lot of troublp keeping 
dog-catcher, but that {s what we 
must have.”

Canada Seeking 
‘New Butter Markets © 


There’s butter, butter everywhere 
and not a pound to spare, 

Canada is looking for new world 
markets for its surplus butter. The 
commodity market, for butter are 
becoming more competitive and this 
country is finding {t more difficult, 
to compete with other countries. 
| However, Agriculture Minister 
James G. Gardiner says we won't 
go begging people to buy our butter. 
He says we would be taking a 
chance if we sold more butter over- 
seas than the 10-mi!lion pounds we 
have shipped so far, 

Here at home the government ts 
expected to continue its price sup- 
port program for butter. 

The present floor price !s 58 cents 
a pound. However, that will have to 
be reviewed before the production 
year ends May Ist. 

Gardiner say, the governor now 
holds 62-million pounds of the 1955” 
butter bought under its price sup- 
port program. He adds that we 
should always have about 55-million 
pounds on hand. 


PRODUCTION DOWN 

Many Canadians believe the but- 
ter surplus is a resu:t of increased 
proguction encouraged by the sup- 
port price of 38 cent; a pound. 

But Roy C. Marler, President of 
the Alberta Federation of Agricul- 
ture, points out thal butter pro- | 
duction actually has declined since 
1948.

Sown in a sunny area of the 
home grounds, this planting will 
serve the double purpose of mak- 
ing a garden display, and pro- 
viding a wealth of cut flowers for 
the house all summer long. 

These flowers bloom so freely 
that you may cut dozens of blos- 
soms daily without noticeable ef- 
fect upon the garden display- In- 
deed, liberal cutting will only 
make the flowers bloom more 
abundantly. Never let a blossom 
go to seed, if you want to keep 
them coming. = 

All the colors of the rainbow 
are included im this array; and 
there will be fragrance besides, 
due in large part to No. 1, nico- 
tiana affinis, the sweet tobacco. 
Its white trumpet flowers are de- 
lightfully perfumed, and are es- 
pecially enjoyable at twilight. 

No. 2, calliopsis, is the annual

A“SMALL TOWN INDUSTRY” 
SHOULD BE PRESERVED 

An important point made on behalf of the Canad- 
jan primary textile industry at recent hearings of the 
Gordon Commission studying Canada’s economic pros- 
pects is that the industry tends to be ‘small town.” 

Two-thirds of the industry, in terms of numbers 
employed, is located in towns and cities with less than 
50,000 population. 

The advantages of this decentralization are many. 
Tt means that many Canadians, particularly women, 
are given job opportunities in small towns and rural dis- 
tricts near their homes. They do not have the trans- 
portation and housing problems often associated with 
employment in big cities. 

Whole areas, such as the Grand River Valley (Hes- 
peler, Paris, Preston, Galt, Guelph, Brantford) in Ontar- 
jo and the astern Townships (Granby, Farnham, 
Drummondville, Magog, Sherbrooke, Cowansville) in 
Quebec have been given economic stability by the em- 
ployment opportunity, tax payments and local purchas- 
ing of textile plants. 

It is obviously of great importance to the econo- 
omic prospects of Canada to encourage industries which 
are able to provide this sort of balance to the over-con- 
centration of population and industry in a few big cen- 


tres.

Stay-at-work 
Strike Labelled 
Propaganda Move 


Toronto, March 20 (BUP) — The 
strange ‘stay at work” strike by the 
Mall Tool Company workers in To- 
ronto has been termed an interna- 
tional propaganda move. Legal 
counsel for the company, William 
McLean, said last night the strike 
is an “attempt by the Communist- 
dominated Electrical Workers Un- 
lon to gather propaganda material 
for East Germany.”

roads is going to increase tremendously unless we are 
either (a) content to put up with rough going or (b) able 
to devise roads of more lasting quality. 

Lindsay’s road building bill is costly even after 
provincial subsidization and it seems obyious that it will 
likely become heavier as times goes on and may even 
tend to get out of hand unless it is watched very closely 
and revisions made. 

There are clear indications that the time has come 
for revision of policy in the matter of routing heayy 
vehicle traffic. Lindsay, in common with other towns, 
has allowed heavy truck traffic too much freedom, the 
results of which are now becoming increasingly appar- 
ent. A series of tests conducted by the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads have produced some interesting 
and significant findings among which are: 

“Automobiles and light commercial vehicles 
have no damaging effect on pavements designed 
and constructed for heavy vehicles, which are set- 
ting the standard of today’s roads. 

“The WASHO test demonstrated that roads can 
be built to support heavy truck loads. Roads of 
such standards, however, are not necessary for 
light vehicles, and the costs incurred in providing 
them should be the economic responsibility of the 
heavy vehicles for which they are built. ; 

“The increased costs of constructing highways 
to the standard required by heavy vehicles wil) mean 
that fewer miles of roads can be built with available 
highway dollars.” 

The findings of these tests indicate that the 
method of licensing motor cars in Ontario on the basi 
of horsepower) may be an unfair One insofar as ae 
owner is concerned and unfair to the general taxp:

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
AND COUNGIL’S RESPONSIBILITY 

The further industrial development of Lindsay has 
been a subject which has been discussed at some length 
in various quarters over the past few months. It has 
been interesting to note that there has been some agree- 
ment that further industrialization of the town is de- 
sired although there are still segments of the popula- 
tion which seriously question the wisdom of Lindsay 
getting beyond the “county town” stage. The people 
who think along these lines are those who see a great 
many advantages in remaining a relatively small town. 

These persons enjoy the personal relationship which 
exists in a town the size of Lindsay where it is possible 
to walk down street and not feel a stranger. They like 
the idea of being able to get to and from work with 
great ease... no traffic snarls to fray their tempers and 
no long jaunts by bus or trolley; they enjoy their prox- 
imity to home and, when the season is right, Jake or 
s ream; they prefer a smaller place where air pollution 
(so much discussed today in larger centres) is not un- 
controllable; they bask in the luxury of being able to 
get home for lunch without too much hustle and bustle 
and they find there is sufficient activity to make for a 
well-balanced life. These things are but a few of the 
reasons why more and more people are coming to appre- 
ciate the true value of a smaller community as a place 
to live, not merely exist, as is the case when one becomes 
caught up in the treadmill of a larger centre. 

Byeryone realizes, of course, that it isn’t possible to 
stand absolutely still. There is change, businesses and 
industries tend to come and go, and some replace- 
ment and even the introduction of the occasional new 
enterprise is desirable to maintain good balance. But we 
believe there is a danger in trying to “push” expan- 
sion and development. Something of this sort seems to 
be taking place in Lindsay . . . an almost frantic desire to 
secure industry may be causing prospects to shy away. 
There is good reason to believe that if we were to direct 
our attention towards making Lindsay the most attrac- 
tive town in the district, the town might find itself in the 
position of the woman with many suitors. 

Leadership in the industrial development of the 
town is, it would appear, the responsibility of our elect- 
ed members of Council. These people have a direct re- 
sponsibility to the electorate and any money spent, 
or action taken, to develop the town should be direct- 
ly controlled by councillors. Their primary course of 
action seems to lie in first getting their house in good 
order, second determining what the electorate desires 
industrial-wise, and third taking the course of action 
considered mostly likely to achieve it.

THE HYDRO RATES WON'T BE CUT 
......NOT FOR A WHILE ANYWAY 

“There's many a slip between the cup and the lip.” 
This adage seems to apply to the hydro users of Lind- 
say who entertained visions of a cut in hydro rates for 
two and a half months only to find that there wasn’t go- 
ing to be one... not fora while anyway. 

Buoyed up and made optimistic by the splendid net 
profit the Lindsay Hydro System showed in 1955, a 
spokesman for the commission was confident at the 
turn of the year that a cut in rates would be made in 
1956. He was so sure of this that he predicted a cut at 
the inaugural meeting of Council and his prediction was 
greeted with silence by the rest of the commission 
which is generally interpreted to indicate consent. This 
time it didn’t and when the commission held its regu- 
lar meeting this week the bombshell was dropped . . . 
no rate cut! 

It is learned that the Lindsay Hydro System has 
been engaged in a continuing program of expansion for 
the past three years during which it has borrowed 
$150,000. The money was borrowed from the Bank of 
Montreal over the signature of the Town of Lindsay 
which had been authorized by the Ontario Municipal 
Board to allow hydro to borrow up to $200,000 with- 
out debentures. At the meeting this week it was de- 
cided to pay $50,000 off the bank loan but it wasn’t 
worded quite that way. 

Byidently some confusion has resulted from this 
decision because of the fact that it was announced at 
the meeting that the $50,000 was going to be paid off 
the loan from the Town of Lindsay. Technically, the 
Town Clerk explains, this is correct because the hydro 
will actually pay the $50,000 to the Town but the 
will hand it right over to the bank and have it deducted 
from the $150,000 loan. Before this was known some 
taxpayers were wondering why hydro hadn't announced 
its intention sooner so that the tax rate could have been 
pared. But since the town doesn’t get the principal, and 
since the hydro pays the interest, the only things that 
g to be reduced are the amount of the bank loan 


are goin 


and the amount of the monthly interest charge to 


hydro. (Unless the Water Commission springs a sur- 
prise and cuts the water rate). 

The big surprise in the whole transaction lies in the 
fact that hydro didn’t see fit to debenture this amount 
when it reached the peak of its borrowing needs which 


seems to have been the $150,000, There will be those 
who feel that debenturing hydro debt is the only fair 
way because it spreads the cost of system improvements 
over a greater number of consumers who now stand to 
benefit at the expense of the current users. On the 
other hand we are interested in the “pay-as-you-go” 
suggestion advanced by the commission secretary. This 
would undoubtedly be a good thing because it would 
mean avoiding debt. In this way users might stand to 
benefit because paying-as-you-go entails living within 
your means, something which isn’t too generally ac- 
cepted and something which hydro would have to ad- 
here to in the future if such sobering surprises aS we 
have just received are to be avoided. 


THIS IS RIDICULOUS 

Questions asked by C. W. Hodgson, M.P. for this 
riding concerning imports of butter and cheese have re- 
vealed two interesting facts: (1) Canada’s government, 
having full knowledge of a heavy surplus of Canadian 
butter which it has been trying to unload abroad, sanc- 
tioned the purchase of approximately 11,500 pounds of 
butter from United States and Britain last year. (2) Mill- 
ions of pounds of cheese were imported from New Zeal- 
and, Switzerland, Italy and the Netherlands. 

The idea of Canada importing butter when it has 
large surplus stocks must surely appeal to many Can- 
adians as being ridiculous. The quantities import- 
ed are so insignificant from a trade standpoint that they 
add to the ridiculousness of the situation. Can anyone 
imagine for a moment that our trade balance, or 
the country’s prestige, was favorably influenced by this 
country purchasing 6,572 pounds of butter from U. S. A. 
and 4,999 pounds from Great Britain? 

On the subject of cheese imports the situation is, of 
course, somewhat different. We all recognize that 
cheese-making is a specialized business in which, the 
cheeses of various countries differ. It is not unusual 
for Swiss cheese to appeal strongly to Canadians and 
the same may be said of cheese from other lands but we 
wonder what kind of a selling job is being done abroad 
on Canadian cheese. We wonder this because only re- 
cently we recall reading an advertisement urging Can- 
adians to eat more cheese which led us to assume that 
perhaps Canada was making more than enough cheese 
for its own consumption. ‘Perhaps if we had a'report on 
Canada’s cheese exports, the figures would make inter- 
esting reading especially if they could be compared with 
production and home consumption. 

There seems to be a feeling among farmers in this 
area that the government is not devoting sufficient time 
and effort to finding markets abroad for agricultural 
products which are in plentiful supply in Canada. Mr. 
Hodgson might do his farmer constituents a good turn 
by asking for more detailed information relative to the 
national farm products import-export situation. 


'TIS THE AD, NOT THE POSITION 

Every town has a merchant who thinks the sport 
page is the only page people read. Next door to him the 
merchant prefers the back page because that is “where 
people look first’. The retailer across the street de- 
mands society because that’s all women read. 
A druggist wants his ad across from the comics and a 
hardware man thinks editorial pages are read most. 

And so it goes. Hveryone has his own idea of 
where people read most and first. The fact is they 
are all wrong, and they are all right. 

A study of reading habits of hundreds of towns 
made by the Bureau of Advertising found that all pages 
of the newspaper are read. Im fact, left hand pages 
get one per cent more readers than right hand pages. 

A Jot of women buy ready-to-wear who read the food 
pages and they purchase cosmetics from the druggist 
who insists on the comic page positions. 

The fact is, and this is shown by the above study, 
that the page and the position on the page make not 
one whit of difference in capturing readers, It is what 
the advertisement says, how it says it, and how it is 
presented that gets readers. 

Many pages in the study showed that advertising 
gol twice the number of readers received by news stories 
on the same page. Make advertising interesting and 
the people interested in the merchandise advertised will 
flock to its position in the newspaper.—The Pocket- 
book. —The Peel Gazette. 


CAN YOUR CHILD DRAW? 

What does it matter, you say? Why, I can’t even 
draw a straight line! Strangely enough we are learning 
to-day that it matters a great deal. 

Practically every child you haye ever known goes 
through the scribbling stage. He loves to get a coloured 
crayon and scrawl to his freart’s content all over the 
page. little by little forms emerge—perhaps they are 
not forms to you but they are to him. He will tell you, 
“That is Daddy’, pointing to a crooked circle and some 
sticks: or “There ig a house’—or maybe “a dog”. A 
tiny little drawing a half inch long and just about as 
high turned out to be a couple of children on a teeter- 
totter, when we had been educated by the child to see 
it properly. 

What is the child doing as he goes through this 
stage in his life? Actually he is trying in his own 
crude way to make life his own. He has taken in the 
wonderful thought of Daddy or our house and now he 
finds through his crayon he is able to give it out again 
in a Way that will show everybody that it belongs to him. 
It Is part of his equipment — his idea, This identifica- 
tion makes it more real to him and at the same time 
leads him completely out of himself in his absorption 
with making a new creation—his picture.

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To Make Poor Soil Good 
Spade in What It Lacks 


Spading is essential to good soil conditioning. 


Instead of sand, however lime- 
stone can be mixed with clay, 
with excellent results. Limestone 
causes the fine clay particles to 
combine into crumb-like aggre- 
gates which will retain moisture, 
while allowing air to enter freely 
and excess water to drain off. 


Do not be afraid to use crushed 
limestone freely, since it will not 
make clay soil harmfully alka- 
line. The clay has a ‘‘buffer’”’ ca- 
pacity which prevents this, say 
the scientists. 

All the materials used to im- 
prove your soil should be mixed 
with it thoroughly. Spade the 
organics into sandy soil also, they 
will hold moisture and store up 


Plants can be grown with- 
out soil, but nature uses it to sup- 
port plant roots, and store food 
and water which the roots re- 
quire. Men have never found a 
better way to make gardens, than 
by using soil. 

Roots require air as well as food 
and water. Unless air can pene- 
trate the soil, the roots cannot 
function. This demands that law: 
and gardens haye good drain- 
age, so water which is not held 
in storage by soil particles will 
escape and allow air to enter. 

If your soil is stiff, hard to 
spade and cultivate, slow to allow 
water to drain through it, every 
spring something should be add- 
ed to make it more porous. 

Beginning gardeners are often 
persuaded that what is needed 
is a few inches of “black dirt.” 
Even if your soil is clay, exca- 
vated for the foundation of a new 
home, that is the wrong solution. 
Forget the color of the soil and 
concentrate on its porosity, a 
quality without which any soil 
black, yellow, or red, will give 
you trouble. 

At the other extreme are soils 
in beach areas, of almost pure 
sand. These are altogether too 
porous, holding neither moisture 
nor plant food, but letting every- 
thing wash away. 

Both types of soil need the same 
treatment which is the addition 
of decayed vegetable or animal 
material, such as sewase sludge, 
muck or peat dug from old bogs, 
well decayed manure, commer- 
cial peat moss, leaf mould or 
compost from a compost pile. 

It is seldom advisable to mix 
sand with clay or clay with sand_ 
Both are excellent to have in soil, 
but together they often produce 
an extremely hard composition. 


instead of allowing it to wash 
away. 

Spading alone is a fine soil con- 
ditioner, and if planned sensibly 
is not a difficult chore. Mark the 
area to be spaded as a whole and 
divide into sections, one for each 
day. Limit the day’s work to an 
hour, until you become hardened 
to it. 

Spread material to be spaded 
in evenly over the whole area. 
Begin by opening up a trench at 
one end of the day’s section, 
throwing the soil removed in a 
pile nearby. Then dig an adjoin- 
ing trench, with spade at right 
angles to its length, throwing the 
soil and organic matter into the 
first trench. Continue this until 
the day’s work is over, resting at 
frequent intervals. Fill the final 
trench with soil removed from 
the first. Drive the spade straight 
down each time, digging the full 
length of its blade; and turn the 
“spit’’ of soil as you drop it. It 
beats any kind of plowing for a 
small garden.

Government regulations have, in 
the sale of dangerous or hazardous 
drugs or other things, provided for 
the protection of the ‘ordinary man’ 
—presumably that’s most of us tax- 
payers and voters—, by requiring 
the vendor to refuse to sell except a 
prescription or approved reason for 
the purchase is given—and then 
the item is clearly labelled as to its 
proper use. : 

It would seem quite in order that 
any sale for household use of fuses 
over 15 amperes should be similar- 
ly controlled,—not as any restriction 
to personal liberties but just a re-

Our Lindsay Hydro could well af- 
ford to include with each bill mail- 
ed out, and also handed out when 
bills are paid, a brief printed item 
covering the use of fuses and their 
value as a safety measure,—some- 
what as Bell Telephone includes a 
small informative folder with each 
bill. This would assure prompt 
contact with every customer and 
include those who missed the press 
notices—and would serve to bring 
to general attention the fuse haz- 
ards much sooner than the event- 
ual sales restrictions could be put 
into operation. 

If there are many ill-chosen fus- 
es in use, some of the recent fires 
might well be caused by such fuses 
rather than defective wiring.

Problem Too 


The Department of Lands and 
Forests at Lindsay has issued 
a caution not only tc dog owners, 
but to those who have cats, in 
connection with the current rabies 
cutbreak. 

Mr. S. C. Simons of the Depart- 
ment pointed out that although 
there has been much talk and 
activity 1p connection with keeping 
dogs tieq up and the hiring of dog 
catchers, there has been little men- 
tion of cats. He stated that cats 
may be considered as a great, if not 
a greater menace than dogs as far 
as being carriers of rabies is con- 
cerned. 

Be explained that although many 
people haq their cats innoculated 
at the recent clinic held in I.indsay 
and district, there are still very 
many more cats who were nob vac- 
cinated Hg said that if a cat be- 
comes infected, it can transfer the 
aisease to a Human merely by 
scratching the skin. 

He said that there is little 
can be done except to insure that 
a.’ cats are innoculated, since it is 
almost impossible to prevent a cat 
from wandering, and they cannot 
be kept tied up 

Mr. Simons said that to date 
there have been 10 positive cases 
of rables foung in the district; four 
suspicious cases, where the suspect- 
ed animal had come into contact 
with a human; and four negative 
cases. 

With regards to rabies in the 
bot weather, Mr. Simons said it is 
possible for a severe outbreak dur- 
ing such weather, but he pointed 
ont that the virus will not lve for 
a long time in a dead anima) In the 
warm weather as if does in the 
winter.

whatsoever.

We noted your editorial in the 
Thursday Post, dated March 7, re- 
ferring to the Electric Light Bulb 
Resolution at OMEA convention 
and your comments on same. 

Like most other things that sur- 
vive side by side for so many years, 
lamp bulbs of 750, 1000 and 1500 
hour ratings all have their place in 
home and industry. When eyaluat- 
ing the place of each it is necessary 
to understand a few basic facts of 
the economics of lamp bulb opera- 
tion. 


(1) The wattage rating of a lamp 
bulb does not indicate the amount of 
light it gives .. . it only indicates 
the amount of power it consumes. 
For example a 100 watt 750 hour 
lamp gives 1630 lumens (units of 
light) ...a 100-watt, 1000-hour 
lamp gives only 1560 lumens. As a 
general rule the longer a lamp bulb 
lasts the less light it gives for a 
given wattage (explanation on re-

Says Marshal’s 


Decision Final 


In an interview with the Ontario 
Fire Marshal, Thurs. “The Post” was 
told by Marshal W J. Scott, that 
he hag not heard that a second 
cxamination was to be held in six 
months’ time for the two Lindsay 
firemen who received highest marks 
in the recent examination held to 
determine the, position of Lieuten- 
ant 

“As far as we ale concerned,” said 
Mr. Scott, “if these two men, on 
order of Council, took a further 
examination, it would merely be 
duplication of what they had al- 
ready written, and I certainly would 
not recommend such action, besides 
it is certainly an extraordinary pro- 
cedure.” 

As reported at Monday's meeting 
of Lindsay’s Council, the results 
of the recent examination gave 
Fireman Arnold Watson top place 
and Wallace Tully second position. 
Chairman McCrae announced that 
these two men would spend two 
weeks working with the Toronto 
Fire Department, and upon their 
return, Mr. Watson would assume 
the position of acting-lieutenant for 
a six-month probation period. Mr. 
McCrae said that when the six 
months were completed. both men 
would write examinations to deter- 
mine who would assume the per- 
manent position of J.ieutenant, with 
an increase in salary.

NigeeE railroading constantly 
invites ingenuity, an impor- 
tant factor in its continuing pop 
ularity. Shunting cars, for in- 
stance, {s a skill the hobbyist 
strives to perfect, which is prob- 
ably why the problem at right 
below, has long been a favorite 
with railroad men. Advanced 
hobbyists could conceivably in- 
corporate such a problem into a 
model layout. 


Let's assume there is a car on 
each of the spur tracks and an 
engine on the main track. One 
of the cars is a box-car, the 
other is a tank-car, 


The problem is to exchange the 
position of the two cars 60 that 
the tank-car will be on the track 
on which the box-car was placed 
and vice-versa. An the freight 
cara cannot move by themselves, 
the locomotive must be used to 
push or pull them into position, 

The siding into which the spur 
tracks lead is only large enough

Needed To Halt 
Rabies In Humans 


Lindsay yelerinarian, Dr. R. E. 
Lawrence made a statement Monday 
that may come as an unpleasant 
surprise to many people. He said 
that the treatment given to humans 
suspected of having been bitten by 
a rabid animal is almost as painful 
and unpleasant as the disease itself, 
except that the treatment is being 
given to help curb the disease. 

He explained that if a person 
were bitten in the leg by a suspect- 


receive 14 innoculations across the 
stomach region, at the rate of one 
per day. He explained that the 
shots are extremely painful, and 
each shot causes the irnmediate area 
to swell and become highly irritated 

If a person is bitten anywhere 
near the head region, 21 needles 
are given to the patient in the same 
manner. 

He said that with the reaction 
from the treatment, the area soon 
becomes completely covered with 
swellings, and “we run out of terri- 
tory.” 

He explained that it is for this 
reason officials make every effort 
to determine whether a suspected 
animal is rabid before subjecting the 
patient to the innoculations. How- 
ever, he said that it is these shots 
which will save a life. 

Dr, Lawrence explained that there 
seems to be four factions among, 
Lindsay’s dog owners in connection 
with the enforcing of the town’s dog 
by-law. (1)—Some people feel this 
is a good excuse to get rid of every 
dog in town; (2)—There are those 
who are interested in controlling the 
disease; (3)—Those who will get rid 
of their pets due to fear of the 
dread disease; (4)—Those who don’t 
care. 

Dr. Lawrence said thdt the most 
recent case of rabies was a cat found 
at Hall’s Lake near Haliburton. 

“Tt is interesting to note,” he 
stated, “that there was a case of 
rabies for every day of February . . 
29." : 

He also expressed his opinion 
that there should be some adjust- 
ment to the by-law which would 
make the penalty more severe for 
those who own dogs but not had 
them vaccinated against rabies. 

“It is only for the public’s own 
protection,” he explained.

How many carrots can a hun- 
gry, growing child eat? How 
many will you grow in your gar- 
den? How long will they stay 
tender and “just right for the 
table?"’ 

Top quality vegetables from 
your home garden (and food for 
family health and fun) should be 
the key to your planting sched- 
ule. You'll want young crops at 
the peak of tenderness and fla- 
vor, spread over as long a period 
as possible, 

Fast growing vegetables—the 
early ones—all have short sea- 
sons when they are tastiest and 
of best quality, You'll want ten- 
der fresh ones corning along all 
summer. That's not hard to do it 
you take an hour or so and plan 
a spring and summer planting 
schedule. Keep your whole gar- 
den busy growing something 
without getting too much of one, 
too little of another. 

Make several plantings, but 
smaller ones. That way you use 
minimum space yet get the most 
of the fresh vegetables to eat. 
And you save work, seed, plant 
food and water. Water can be 
most important of all if you ex- 
pect summer restrictions. All it 
takes is a sirnple schedule based 
on how much you expect your 
family to eat. 

What vegetables do you need 
and how much of each? The har- 
yest of carrots from a single 
sowing will last in top condition 
at least eight weeks. A row of 
carrots two feet long will provide 
an ample serving for the aver- 
age family. So a first sowing of 
carrots 32 feet long will provide 
16 servings or two per week. 

This should be followed by a 
second sowing, timed to mature 
when the first crop has been har- 
vested; and three sowings should 
see you through the season so 
far as table use is concerned. 

If you will estimate the num- 
ber of family servings each week 
of all short-harvest vegetables, 
you can figure out the number of 
sowings and the length of row 
for each from the data in the 
accompanying table. 

Column 1 gives the time each 
barvest lasts from one sowing,

Data on days to table size is 
given in most seed catalogs for 
every vegetable variety. Early 
varieties of lettuce will be ready 
in 40 days; while late head let 
tuce may take 90 days to ma- 
ture. By sowing early and late 
varieties at the same time, you 
can have a longer harvest. This 
may be advisable for sweet corn 
because late varieties do better 
in late summer and early fall 
weather. But this practice re- 
quires more space, since the 
slow maturing varieties occupy 
soil which could be used for 
something else, if a succession 
of quick growing crops were 
sown. = 

Peas, lettuce, radishes and 
spinach will not do well in July 
and early August, so do not plant 
these crops to yield in hot weath- 
er, but sow them for early sum- 
mer and fall harvests only. 

Do not follow a leaf crop, seed 
crop, or root crop with one of the 
same class; but use a different 
type, to avoid disease and soil 
exhaustion. 

Before sowing a second crop, 
dig up the soil and apply plant 
food again, 2 pounds to 100 
square feet, or 100 feet of row.

HAIR AND FREEDOM 

There have been several cases recently of police 
magistrates ordering haireuts for young men coming 
before them. They have done so not because the hair 
was matted or vermin-ridden, but because it was cut ina 
style that did not conform with the magistrate’s ideas of 
how hair ought to be cut. 

There is no doubt that the magistrates exceeded 
their authority. It is none of their business how a man, 
young or old, wears his hair. Their job is not to dictate 
style but to administer justice. A petty point? Not at 
all. There is no single massive assault in Canada a- 
gainst the individual’s right to choose for himself how 
he is to cut his hair or tailor his opinions, But there is an 
accumulation of small attacks. Isolated, they may seem 
insignificant. Together, they are a formidable and 
frightening invasion of personal freedom. 

There has been quite an outcry recently about the 
refusal of Jevhovah’s Witnesses to accept blood trans- 
fusions. There have even been demands that a law be 
passed to force them to accept when transfusions are 
considered necessary by the attending doctors, 

The Witnesses refuse this particular form of medi- 
cal help because they believe it is against Biblical law. 
Obviously, it is a sincere belief, based on their interpre- 
tation of certain passages in the New and Old Testa- 
ments. We may believe that the interpretation is wrong 
and that the Witnesses are misguided, ignorant and sup- 
erstitious, but we cannot deny them the right to read the 
Bible in their own way. If we do, we limit our own 
freedom to worship, particularly if we do not belong to 
whatever church is numerically the strongest. And if 
we try to legislate against superstition and ignorance, 
who among us will not stand condemned? 

Whether children should be permitted to be the vic- 
tims of their parents’ beliefs is another, and much more 
subtle, argument. But if adults are forced to conform 
constantly to majority opinion or to the idiosyncracies 
of men in authority, the children will be saved only for a 
world scarcely worth living in. —Saturday Night. 


NO MORE ICE-CUTTING 

Cutting of ice from lakes and rivers is almost a 
thing of the past. In a few areas some fishermen cut 
ice for their own use. In some cases, farmers may 
still put up ice. 

But the automatic refrigerator and the electric milk 
cooler between them have cut deeply into the market for 
ice. The ice companies usually make their ice as need- 
ed, and the sale, though extensive, is frequently con- 
fined to summer cottages and special uses, such as icing 
of fresh vegetables. 

Only a few years ago at this season of the year con- 
siderable ice would have been cut from the Cornwall 
canal by this time. A big square was cleared of snow 
and the big, glistening blocks were hoisted out of the 
water and conveyed to the ice house. 

It was fairly well mechanized in its last years, but of 
course, the advent of the artificial ice, plus the spread of 
mechanical refrigeration, put natural ice out of the run- 
ning. But it was a substantial business in its day, and 
in a way it is too bad to lose this method of salvaging 
some of winter's cold for summer pleasure.

Zinnias, the native American 
flowers which are the easiest of 
annuals to grow from seed, excel 
all other annuals in the varicty 
of their colors, forms and sizes. 

There is hardly a garden role 
for which one of its many vari- 
eties cannot be used. A beautiful 
garden can be planted with zin- 
nias alone, and if all of its charm- 
ing colors, and various forms are 
used, your friends will find it dif- 
ficult to believe that such an ef- 
fect was produced with different 
varieties of one flower. 

Planting such a garden offers 
no difficulties. Seed can be sown 
direct in the garden to germinate 
in a few days and flower in a few 
weeks. Somewhat earlier flowers 
can be obtained by starting seeds 
in the house, or a cold frame, to 
be transferred to the garden when 
freezing weather ends. 

In a zinnia border, it would be 
well to avoid seed of mixed col- 
ors, and do your own color com- 
posing with groups or masses, 
each of a single color, attractive- 
ly placed in harmonious contrast 
with each other,

Tn the background the giants 
can be used, 3 to 4 feet tall. In 
this size you may select from 
two different forms, the dahlia 
flowered and the cactus. The first 
have flat petals formally ar- 
ranged on 4-inch blooms of white, 
cream, yellow, red, rose, pink, 
lavender or purple flowers, in 
various tones. In pleasing con- 
trast to these, cactus flowered 
zinnias have charmingly irregu- 
lar curled petals, and grow even 
larger in size. There are white,

scarlet, pink, and yellow yarie- 
ties with flowers 5 inches across. 
With groups of these large flowers 
arranged so that each group en- 
hances the beauty of its neigh- 
bors, a decorative effect can be 
achieved difficult to surpass with 
any other flowers. 

For the border foreground there 
are lower growing zinnias, with 
smaller flowers, but borne in 
greater profusion. They grow in 
low bushes from which armfuls 
of blossoms can be cut to use in 
bouquets. The secret of making 
them bloom profusely is never to 
allow flowers to fade on the plant. 
Fantasy zinnias, 242 feet tall, 
have shaggy flowers like the cac- 
tus type, and lovely lavender, 
orange, rose and scarlet colors. 
The flowers of Haggeana Zin- 
nias growing 18 inches tall, re- 
semble small dahlias, with each 
pointed petal tipped with a con- 
trasting color, including yellow, 
crimson, maroon, pink and or- 
ange. 

Lower growing kinds with small 
double flowers of conventional 
form, in brilliant red, pink, yel- 
low and. orange, include Tom 
Thumb, 6 inches tall; Cupid, 12 
inches; and Lilliputs 12 to 15 
inches. 

All zinnias need room to de- 
velop branches so do not crowd 
them, Give even the smallest 
kind a foot of room to grow in 
and the giants twice this space. 
They revel in warm sunshine and 
increase the abundance of their 
flowers as the days grow shorter, | 
continuing until frost.

\T USED TO BE AN HONOUR 

We read with interest that members of the Ontario 
Legislature are expected to vote themselves an overall 
pay increase of $2,100 per member per year... + 4 
weekly raise of just over $40, part of which will be free 
from taxation at the income tax level. We were also 
interested to note that some members had threatened 
not to run again unless there was a pay increase (they 
now receive $2,600 salary plus from $1,300 to $2,000 
tax-free expense accounts and that others had sug- 
gested the public wouldn't like to see them go broke 
in their service, Still another member noted that it 
cost at least a $100 per week to live while in Toronto 
for the session. These are interesting observations 
when it is considered that old age pensioners are ex- 
pected to live for an entire month on the amount of 
money the members are planning to vote themselves 
as a weekly increase. They are no less interesting 
when it is realized that hundreds of people live and 
support families in the city of Toronto for a good 
deal less than $100 per week, And then we must also 
remember that being a member of the legislature is by 
no means a full-time job. 

If this Increase is granted the government will 
have pave the way for a new round of wage demands 
within its own organizations and there will be little 
doubt in the minds of the people that aspiring politi- 
cians have more at stake than the prestige and honour 
to office .... they'll be considered to be seeking a 
fairly lucrative position which permits them to have 
profitable part-time Interests, 


NEVER SO MUCH FOR SO FEW 
IN SUCH A SHORT TIME 

When he tabled the report of the Select Commit- 
tee investigating salaries of legislature members in the 
Ontario Legislature on Friday, Chairman Wm. Murdoch 
observed “never has so much been done for so few in 
such a short time.’ It took the committee just 28 
hours to decide that every member of the legislature 
was underpaid by about $1,500 to $2,000 per year and if 
this wasn’t enough to floor the Ontario people, the 
committee further recommended that the proposed pay 
boosts be retroactive to June 9th, 1955 - - - - almost ten 
months back pay. ‘This, we believe, Is the time for Ont- 
ario people to make themselves heard in the legislature. 
They should not hesitate to strenuously oppose such an 
absurd recommendation. And, if there are those who 
are in doubt about making their feelings known, we 
would ask: “How many are there among those reading 
these words who, when they last received a raise, had 
it made retroactive for such a munificent length of time? 

It is surprising that this iniquitous proposal has not 
been protested by members of the provincial legislature 
themselves, ‘Their silence on this matter must cause 
taxpayers to wonder if their parliamentary affiliations 
aren't motivated more by a desire for financial gain 
rather than a desire to serve the people of the province 
efficiently and at a minimum of expense. 

Requests for salary Increases from employees of 
the government may now be expected to be quite sub- 
stantial and, if members accept the fantastic boosts in 
their own pay, they may find it embarrassing to be arbi- 
trary in the case of those who are required to work the 
year-round rather than for a few weeks out of the year. 


THE POLICE DEPARTMENT'S TIME 
SHOULDN'T BE WASTED .. - 

Following a report a few days ago of a missing girl 
and subsequent report from police to the effect that 
the story they were told might be considered something 
of a hoax, “The Post” has received a& communication 
from a citizen who protests this waste of police time, 
We believe that the writer makes a food point when he 
says in part: “As such hoaxes are contagious, inciting 
fools to play similar practical jokes, it may be advisable 
to do something drastic to prevent such pranks once 
and for all, I this time, when rables and a threaten- 
ing prowler menace, the public needs the full time of 
the police for thelr protection, unhampered by the un- 
masking of ‘hoaxes’.” 

We believe every responsible citizen will go alongs 
with this thought, recognizing that the best way to 
prevent ‘hoaxes’, which are often costly and trouble- 
some, is to discourage them with an adequate penalty 
for their perpetration. The reaction can well be ima- 
gined if someone had been trying to contact police on 
a real and urgent matter and it was later found they 
were inaccessible at the crucial moment while invest- 
igating a ‘hoax’. 

ARE WE GETTING MORE FOR THE HIGHER PAY? 

As has been more or less generally expected by 
those who follow the proceedings of Parliament, the In- 
creased indemnities and generous pension provisions 
that have been won by M.P.’s have not, In any great 
measure, resulted in members giving more time and 
attention to their duties to those whom they represent. 
The principal argument advanced for the Increased 
indemnities was that those which formally prevailed 
did not properly compensate for the Joss of time in- 
volved in their parliamentary duties} which implied 
that a More adequate remuneration would permit them 
to give more time to Parliament. 

Perusal of Hansard during the last session, and 
to date In this session, indicates that absenteeism scill 
is rife among MP's. The week-enders are still at 
their old tricks; and it is even suggested that the 
week-onds are stretching out. Absenteeism is not con- 
fined to the members of any one party. It is, of course, 
more noticeable with members of the government 
party in view of the fact that the Liberals enjoy 5° 
large a majority in parliamentary representation. 
Members of the official opposition are, on the average, 
as great sinners in this connection as are their oppon- 
ents on the other side of the House, 

There still remains too many loopholes in House 
of Commons rules in the matter of attendance which 
can be taken advantage of by members who are slack

For Larger Seeds Make Drill 
With the Hoe Blade. 


A vegetable garden can be 
beautiful. Professional gardeners, 
who devote their lives to main- 
taining the beauty of private 
estates, take pride in their vege- 
table plantings. 

‘Thé beauty of a vegetable plot 
lies in its order, with crops grow- 
ing in straight parallel. rows, 
plants properly thinned to give 
them room, rows squared with 
plot boundaries, and not a weed 
to bé seen. 

Not only beauty, but efficiency 
| is gained by such a layout. One 

quick trip with a wheel hoe down 
the straight .afsle “between two 
rows will destroy hundréds of 
weed sprouts, in a fraction of the 
time required to cultivate a dis- 
ordérly gardén.

A perennial plant lives for 


years, returning each year to 
greet you, an old and welcome 
friend. Yet most can be grown 
from seed as easily as vegeta- 
bles, provided they are started | 
in the spring and given the same 
care as vegetables during their 
first year. 

The complete garden should 
have annual and perennial flow- 
ers, for each has its contribution 
in beauty to make during the 
garden year. 

Not all the perennials flower 
in June. By choosing early, mid- 
season and late varieties it is 
possible to obtain a “succession 
of bloom’ which will insure in 
your garden a constant display 
from earliest spring until au- 
tumn of these lovely flowers, 
which are usually the garden 
headliners during their season. 

Here are suggestions taken 
from the long list available of 
perennials that can be grown 
from seed: 


Double Hollyhocks Are Among Most Beautiful Flowers of Summer. 


1 ft., April-May; Anchusa Drop- 
more, 5 ft., June-July; Delphin- 
iums, Pacific Hybrids, 5-6 ft.

Seeds are available of many 
other perennials, as well as bien- 
Tals, which live two years, and 
can be grown from seed by the 
same simple methods. 

Like the hardy vegetables, 
seeds of hardy perennials can be 
sown as soon as the ground has 
been prepared. Sow seeds in 
TOWS, as you sow radishes. When 
they begin to crowd, thin them 
out, moving excess plants to oth- 
er rows. Give them the same 
care in feeding, cultivating, and 
watering as you give vegetables, 
and by fall you will have sub- 
stantial clumps with heavy rovts, 
ready to move to permanent

house. 


The robbery was discovered when 
workmen returned after a week- 
end shutdown and the loot was not 
what people generally expect when 
they learn of a theft . . . Several 
colls of wire were taken from the 
warehouse after entry was gained 
by forcing a transom- type window 
and then unlocking a door, 

According to a representative of 
th, area office, wire commands @ 
good price on the underworld mar- 
ket — about 50 cents a pound —and 
js therefore in strong demand. An 
estimated $1,500 worth of it was 
taken from the area warehouse 
and it is learned that other hydro 
warehouses have been the targets 
of similar thefts. 

Informed quarters say they think 
the Fenelon Falls robbery js part 
of a province-wide wire-stealing 
operation which is being carrieg on 
by © Toronto gang. There is also 
a prevailing belief that the robbers 
may operate using a truck similar 
ja style, color, etc., to those in hydro 
service, so that their visits to hydro 
warehouses would not arouse sus- 
pic‘on, 

The area warehouse staff works 
a five-day week and the premises 
remain closed from Friday night 
through to Monday morning bar- 
ring unusual developments.
